THE INTERESTING SYSTEM IN VOGUE 
5 AT YALE COLLEGE, 


By It Mach Student's Weaknesses May bo 


Ascertained—The Rule of the Institution 


and Its Effects—Keeping tho Pliysloal 


Records of Studentsa. 


On moving into the new gymnasium 
on September, 1892, the requirement of 
physical exercise for the freshinen was 
abolished and the work put on an op 
tional basis, both as to exercise and ex- 
amination, This is now the case at 
Yale, except that the corporation yoted 
atits June meeting in 1894 that it be 
rejuired that every man who presents 
himself for examination in the gymna- 
sium, or who desires to use its privi- 
leges, should first submit to a physical 
examination by the medical director; 
or, in default of such an examination, 
should bring from his physician a writ 
ten certificate (the form to be furnished 
by the medical director) that he is 
physically sound, or a written certificate 
from his parent or guardian that he 
wishes the student excused from the 
examination and that he himself will 
take the responsibility of the conse- 
quences of exercise without a previous 
examination. 

Under this rule about 60 per cent. of 
the men in the freshmen class are given 
a physical examination and a prescrip- 
tion of such exercises as seem to be most 
helpful in building up the weaker parts 
of the bbdy. They are also warned 
against taking exercises that would be 
likely to be harmful, as jumping when 
the student has varicose veins, etc. All 
cs of abnormality have thus an op- 
portunity to receive care and special 
treatment by exercise without expense 
where this method is likely to prove 
eflicient, In other cases, as in errors of 
vision, the student is informed of his ab- 
normal condition, and, if the case be 
severe enough to warrant, he is referred 
to a specialist or the family physician. 

The data secured at this examination 
cover a wide field, and many of the ques- 
tions seem to certain men needlessly in- 
quisitorial, but all have a bearing on the 
present or future welfare of the indi- 
vidual, and in general they are answer- 
ed freely, as it is fully understood that 
all information of a personal nature is 
strictly confidential and will be used 
only for the good of the student. 

The tabulation of this data has receiv- 
ed some attention, and it will in the fu- 
ture receive still more. It shows usthe 
influence that personal hygiene in pre- 
paratory schools has on the physical 
condition of the students. It shows us 
the type of the Yale student of to-day 
and the changes. he undergoes during 
the period of college life. It shows us 
the disabilities under which he works 
or the advantages that he has, and, 
therefore, what may justly be expected 
of him. It often shows the direction in 
which he most needs help. It shows 
some of the deteriorating influences on 
growth and health, and it also shows us 
what exercise can do for bodily improve- 
ment. 

A late development of this line of work 
is the use of a universal dynamometer 
invented by Dr, Kellogg, that can be 
used for showing the muscular power 
exerted by any of the groups of skeletal] 
muscles, viz. : It shows not only the 
power of the flexor inuscles of the hand, 
but also the strength of the extensor 
muscles; it shows the power of rotating 
the hand into pronation or supination;

Importance of Seed Wheat. 


Tho familiar adage “like begofs like” io 
the oxproasion of a low of life, which I» just 
as true of tho plant as of the animal, An 


other law which is practically as far reach 
ing is expressed by the phrago * influence 
of environment.” In order to succead in 
the production of animals of superior merit, 
ib is necessary both to have good blood 
(that is, good ancestors) aud ® proper en- 
It is 


equally important in the production of the 


vironment, thao is, good conditions, 


wheat crop to have good seed, and supply 
favorable conditions for its dovelopment. 
While this statement is true in genoral, it 
is especially true in view of the low 
price of wheat. If we are te continue 
growing wheat, we must do itat profit. In 
order to realize a profit,we must scrutinize 
every detail of business, rigidly apply the 
most successful methods, and take advan 
tage of every favoring condition, Atven- 
tion ia therefore called to the importance 
of having good seed of an approved variety 
free from the germs of disease, 

The seed should be sound, plump,he avy 
and of strong vitality. To this end, the 
wheut from which the seed is to be obtain- 
ed should be allowed to become fully ripe, 
and should not be subject to prolonged 
dampness which will cause mold in the 
shook, and heating in the stack or bin. Tho 
wheat kernel is a young plantlet with a 
store of plant food packed closely about it 
to give ita startin the world, ‘’herefore, 
the larger and more compact the seed, the 
greater the food supply, which will result 
in o more vigorous germination and 
growth. 

The common practice of passing wheat 
for seed through the-fanning mill is a good 
one, but it should be repeated if necessary 
with a strong blast to screen and blow out 
all small, light, and shrunken kernels, 
leaving only plump seed for sowing. If 
necessary to troat the seed wheat for 
“bunt” as described below, the lighter 
kernels may be skimmed off, which will 
further improve the quality of the seed. 

If the crop from which the seed wheat is 
obtained contains any ‘ bunt” or stinking 
smut, it should be treated after screening 
with ‘* blue stone” or hot water to destroy 
the germs. We prefer the hot water treat- 
ment which tends to reinforce the germinat- 
ing power of the seeds, whereas the blue 
stone treatment tends to retard the germ- 
ination and reduce the yield of the crop. 
In order to treat thé seed mosteasily with 
hot water, fill two open kettles with water, 
and heat to 130 to 135 degrees Fahrenheit. 
Place the seed in an open basket, lined 
with coarse material like gunny sack, Set 
the basket containing the wheatin one of 
the kettles, allowing it to remain one 
minute to become warm through, Then 
lift out the basket letting the water 
drain back into the kettle for a few mom- 
ents, then place in the other kettle allowing 
it to remain five minutes. The wheat should 
be constantly stirred during the immersion 
to secure the thorough heating of every 
kernel, which is the means of destroying the 
smut germs, All light kernels should be 
skimmed off,to be used for feed. At the end 
of five minutes remove the wheat from the 
water and spread it thinly upon a floor 
or canvas in theopen air, soas to dry it 
before is swells, It is then ready for sowing, 
but not to be sown immediately, it shoula 
be placed in a close, clean sack to prevent 
contact with other germs of bunt. 

There is no best variety for all soils, 
But there is a best variety, all things con- 
sidered, for almost every soil and climatic 
condition, I mean by this that some one 
variety will do better than any other in 
a particular locality. This should be de- 
termined by trial, aad when a variety 
adapted to the soil and climate is secured 
give it generous treatment, sowing in a 
well prepared soil of suitable fertility, on 
which some other crop than wheat was last 
grown, Avoid contamination with smut 
germs, sow only prime seed of the samo 
variety from year to year, and my word for 
it the wheat will not only not run out, but 
will muintain its yield and good qualities as 
long as favorable conditions are maintained. 


Warmth for Lambs. 

Owing to the severity of the weather 
lambs, unless taken great care of, will suc- 
cumb to the cold, or, at any rate, they will 
not make that growth and progress 60 
essential to the well-being of the young. 
The following practice can be thoroughly 
recommended both from the experience of 
myself and others, says Alfred Mansell, 

Give each lamb daily one, two, or three 
teaspoonfuls (according to age) of cod-liver 
oil, mixed with a little chaff, in their corn; 
or, where the flock ia a small one, or the 
lambs very young, the lambs could be 
drenched, As a rule, lambs in a very 
short time eat it greedily, The oil helps 
to keep up the heat of the body, ond in the 
case of those destined to be sold as fat 
lambs it is an excellent food at all times, 
A cheap and easy method of giving warmth 
and shelter in the field is to place old trea= 
cle or sugar barrels with one end out, op 
their vides in the field where the lambs are, 
having previously lined the barrels with 
some short atraw or chal, Lambs will} 
make great use of these sbolters, and an 
intelligent shepherd wulking round daily 
can easily turo the barrels so as to face the 
warm quarter, 

In 8 large lambing fold where lamba are 
coming thickly, and artificial warmth ie 
required for weakly lambs, it isa good plan 
to Kava two or three small barrela with 
hinged lida at hand. Smo soft hay at the 
bottom of these gives great warmth, and 
will be the méans or saving many a lamb’a 
life.” Sheep dre so easentially the sheet 
anchor of the farmer that every offort 
possible should bo made to secure a good 
lambing season.

‘Tho 
Kmustat firat be supplied by feoding 
the how with good milk producing food, 
and ax soon as the pig learns to oat it can 
bo fod milk and if the sow in fed sloppy 
foods made up with mille the pig will learn 
toeat much earlier than if corn or grain 
of any kind is depended upon, 

But in nearly all oasea tho beat way of 
fooding milk ia in connection with other 
foods, os it requires too large an amount of 
milk aloneto make a pound of gain ina 
pig. But made into a slop with middlings 
and bran, oil-meal and bran, or corn-meal 
and bran, it not only makes a healthy, but 


an economical food, But even then the 
lowest cost of growth will not be realized 
unless, in addition, good pasturage is pro- 
vided. Give growing pigs the run ofa 


good pasture—clover is always best—and 
then feed a good milkslop night and morn- 
ing, Mod ina majority of cases the beast 
growth at the lowest cost can be realized. 
And ifthia ia done milk can be sold at o 
better price, fed in thia way to vigorous, 
thrifty pigs, than will be realized by, mak» 


ing into butter at eight or ten eenta 
& pound at the country store, and 
all of the labor of buttersmaking be

Hudson Bay Railway. 


A despatch from Ottawa says:—The or 
der-in-Council sanctioning the arrangement 
between the Dominion Government and 
the Hudson Bay Railway Company has 
been passed, It provides for the loan of 
$2,500,000, which includes a sum repre- 
senting a capitalization of the subsidy of 
$80,000 a year for twenty years, granted 
in 1891, As additional security the Goy- 
ernment is to have firet mortgage bonds 
of the road and to retain the land subsidy. 
The deal was put through during the late 

eriod of uncertainty as to whether the 
jovernment would face the electors or 
meet Parliament. However, it is atill 
stated that work will be commenced on the

POPULAR CHRYSANTHEMUMS, 


How to Propagate Thom From Cuttings — 
Three Pleasing Varlotios Described, 

Tt is well within tho bounds” of possi- 
bility to produce flowers of the finost 
quality upon plants that are {Inserted in 
the soll as cuttings any time from Decom- 
ber 15 to April 15. As a gen rule, how- 
ever, those planted in March give the 
greatest satisfaction, A place which can 
be kept close and at a temperature of 
about forty-five degrees, with tho cuttings 
near the glass, aud m moist and firm sur- 
face, such as sand or ashos, on which to 
Stand the pots, is just the right place. 

Firm, healthy, short jointed shoots 
should be selected for cuttings, Tho cut- 
ting should be at least threo inches in 
length and cut horizontally with a sharp 
knifo just below a joint. The leaf at tho 
base may be remoyed and all others re- 
tained, Tho small pot is well drained, 
filled with a rather fine mixture of loam, 
leaf mold and sand in equal parts, with 

a thin layer of sand on the top. Witha 
pointed stick, make a hole in the centre;

Amatour gardenérs Khow very little of 
pruning, and instructions tn this line are 
not desirable, ‘Vhos. Mochan, io his Month- 
ly, very truly say The unfortunate part 
of all attempts at these practical lessons 
is that in pruning one must have some 
object before he starts, and that this ob 
ject will yary continually not only on 
yarlous trees, but with a Creo itse and 
it is impossible, therefore, to give practl- 
qu lessons in dotail without knowing 


What particular object. one may haye in 
view. 

One may havo fruit trees growing in a 
comparatively small space, and which he, 
therefore, desires to keep dwark With 
this object in yiow, a very special system 
of pruning would be necessary, and the 


object would bo to get growing branches 
nearer to tho ground and not up in the 
air a long distance, where the trees would 
make large spreading heads, In order to 
accomplish this one has to prune out dur- 
ing the swimmer most all the strong and 
Vigorous growths at the apex of the plant, 
s6 as to throw the course of the sap into 
the branches near the ground, for in a 
state of nature the tendency of the tree 
is to go up, and to go up as rapidly as it 
can, and the upper branches are therefore 
the strongest, nnd the lower branches are 
the weakest. To cut tho strong ones out, 
therefore, strengthens the lower ones, 

Tt is on tho samo principle that we 


insert the cutting about half its length; 
press the soll firmly about it, taking caro 
that the stem is not bruised or injured 
during the operation.

If the same kind of pruning were done 
in the winter time instead of the sum- 
mer, the result would be that the next 
spring innumerable strong shoots would 
push out where the upper ones are cut off 
and growing so strong they would abso- 
lutely draw the nourishment from the 
lower branches. ‘The pruning has to (be 
done in this case while the sap is in 
yigorous circulation, so that the channel 
may at once be turned into these lower

The Stanhopea represent a singular 
family of orchids growing in tropical 
America from Brazil to Mexico, Tho 
flowers aro large, and many are ajngular- 
ly marked.

THE ALABASTER INDUSTRY. = 


It Has Flourished in Tallan Caves Since 
the Days of the Ancients, 

Thirty-two miles to the south-east of 

Pisa, in the province of that name, a 


very ren ble and very ancient in- 
dustry is carried on. We refer to the 
alabaster industry, of which a full de- 
scription from actual obseryation is 
given by Vice-Consul Carmichael, of 


Leghorn, in a Woreign Office report just 
issued. Volterra, where the alabaster 
is found, enjoys special distinction 
among places in the world which pro- 
duce that commodity, Tho material, 
which is of five main varieties, is found 
in nodules, embedded in hnge masses of 
limestone. At the end of each cavern 
whence it is extracted two or three men 
aro to be seen working away with 
small T-shaped picks by the dim light 
of unprotected oil lamps of Etruscan 
pattern, which, by a singular tenacity 
of tradition, are still in use in the dis- 
trict. In one case the block of alabas- 
ter will be already well projecting from 
its bed of limestone, and the operator 
is carefully picking away all around it, 
in order to extricate the complete block. 
The larger the specimen the more valu- 
able it is in proportion to its weight. 
In another, search is still being made 
for the alabaster, and the workman is 
vigorously beating down the wall of 
limestone until he lights upon the white 
nose of what looks like a block, He 
then picks away carefully, so as {not to 
injure the prize, When there seems a 
likelihood of a large quantity of lime- 
stone having to be removed, blasting 
with gunpowder is resorted to, 

The alabaster industry dates back to 
classic times, Great changes have 
taken place in it, however, within 
living memory. In former days there 
were three distinct classes of workmen 
engaged in the work of fashioning the 
raw material—the master artist, wha 
owned a workshop and employed 
numerous workers, selling his products 
direct to the alabaster shops or “' galler- 
fes;” the journeymen, and the travellers, 
men who took huge cases of the goods 
and sold them as they went along, in 
all the countries of the world, civilized 
and uncivilized, Of these, two, the 
masterworker and the traveller, are 
extinct species. Nowadays three men, 
usually relatives, work together in in- 
formal partnership, one being a turner, 
another a modeller and the third a 
decorator, who carves such decorative 
adjuncts on the finished artioles as fruit 
and flowers, ‘Their gains are very 
small, and, indeed, travellers who put 
in at the port of Leghorn and have ala- 
baster vases, statuary and the like 
offered at almost absurdly low prices, 
refuse, as a rule, to believe that they 
oan be made by hand, 

One kind of alabaster is made by a 
process of dyeing, which is still a trade 
secret, into an excellent imitation of 
coral, Fora time this had a very large 
sale, but the trade is now threatened 
with extinction. It is suggested that 
the people of the East, who used to buy 
it largely, left off doing so as they were 
doubtful whether the sham article 
conld properly be used in the religious 
rites wherein coral plays a part, The 
alabaster workers haye true artistic 
characteristics, but in their desire to 
turn out what they think will sell they 
neglect the fine models that are to be 
found in such profusion in the churches 
of Italy, and flood the market with 
eternal reproductions of a limited num. 
ber of classical figures and with flashy 
modern dancing girls, coquettish diving 
girls, faultlessly clad  pifferari and 
impossibly spruce lazzaroni,—London 
Daily News.

SOMETHING ABOUT THE ELECTRIC 
PLANT AT THE FALLS. 


What Is Expectod to bo Accomplished in 


Furnishing Power to Distant Polnts~ 


Description of One of the Big Dynamos 
100,000 Smokeless Horse Powor, 


Tt is expected that the wheels of the 
great electric plant at Niagara Falls will 
s00n be set in motion, and that what 
may be considered one of tho greatest 
engineering works in the world shall hi \ 
have become an accomplished fact. 

The plans for carrying the power to 
Buffalo, eighteen miles distant, are com- 
plete. In a month or two factories may 
bein full operation; in a year Buffalo 
may be supplied and, “in two years,” 
says Prof. George Forbes, ‘‘the com- 
pany will be working the Canadian side 
of tho Falls, and in ten years (shall we 
say?) the whole of the 100,000 horse 
power which can be supplied by the 
existing hydraulic works will be giving 
power to smokeless manufacturing 
towns,” 

One of the three big dynamos with 
which the Cataract General Electric 
Company proposes to distribute its 
power has already been placed in posi- 
tion, and tho shafting and hydraulic 
connections are ready to be put in mo- 
tion. The unique machine, which in 
many ways represents tho height of 
electrical ingenuity, was constructed by 
the Westinghouse company at Pitts- 
barg. A description of one of the dyna- 
mos has been obtained by the Electrical 
Engineer, which in substance is as fol- 
lows; 

To a circular foundation is bolted a 
vertical cast-iron cylinder, provided 
with a flange, on which the stationary 
armature rests, ‘ho inner part of the 
cylinder is bored to the shape of an in- 
verted cone, and serves as a bearing for 
another conical piece of cast iron, sup- 
porting the shaft bearings. The arma- 
ture cone is made of thin, oxidized fron 
plates, held together by eight nickel- 
steel bolts. In the outer edge of the 
plates are one hundred and eighty-seven 
rectangular holes to receive the arma- 
ture winding, 

The outer rotating field magnet con- 
sists of a wrought-steel ring, to which 
are bolted the twelve inwardly project- 
ing massive cast-iron pole pieces. The 
ring constituting the field magnet is 
supported by a six-armed cast-steel 
spider keyed to a vertical axis, The 
field magnets act also as a fly-wheel, 
The shaft rests on two bearings support- 
ed by four arms projecting from the 
inner adjustable cast-iron cylinder, The 
bushings of the bearings are made of 
bronze proyided with zig-zag grooves, 
in which oil constantly circulates, On 
the outer side of the bushing there are 
also grooves into which cold water may 
be pumped if required, 

The armature conductors are rectan- 
gular copper bars 82 by 8 millimeters, 
and each of the 187 holes of the armature 
contains two of these bars, surrounded 
with mica. The upper and under sides 
of the armature are connected by means 
of V-shaped copper bars, riveted to the 
ends of the bars, which project out be- 
hind the ends of the armature. The 
connections are made so as to give two 
independent circuits, a pair of cables 
connecting each circuit with the switch- 
board, The magnet winding is also 
composed of bent copper bars, air-in- 
sulated, inclosed in brass boxes, two of 
which are fastened to each pole piece, 
Continuous current for exciting the 
field magnets is obtained from a rotary 
transformer, 


The current is conducted to the field 
coils by means of a pair of brushes and 
two copper rings fixed at the top of the 
shaft of the generator. At aspeed of 
250 revolutions a minute the machine 
produces two alternating currents, dif- 
fering in phase 90 degrees from each 
other, each of 775 amperes and 2,250 
volts pressure. The alternations are 50 
per second, The height from base of 
bed plate to top of machine is nearly 
13} feet,

A cé 
place should nover be ventilated, un 
tho air admitted is cooler than the air 
within or is at least as cool or but a very 
little waemer. The warmer tho air, the 
more moisture it holds, and the cooler 
the air the more this moisture is condens- 
ed and precipitated, 

When a cool collar is aired on a warm 
day, the ontering air is chilled by cooler 
air with which it becomes mixed, the 
moisture is condensed and deposited on 
the cold walls, and the cellar becomes 
damp and mouldy, To avoid this the 
windows should only bo opened at night 
and late—tho last thing before retiring. 
The cool ait enters the apartmént during 
the night. The windows should be closed 
before sunrise and shaded through the 
day. If the alr of the cellar is damp it 
may be thoroughly dried by placing in a 
peck of fresh lime in an open box, and, 
The National Builder adds, a peck of lime 
will absorb about seven pounds, or more 
than three quare;, of water, and in this 
way a cellar or milk house may soon be 
dried even in the hottest weather.

Horses Fed on Potatoes, 

In the first issue of the Planter we 
gave the experience of Mr. W. G. Hin- 
son, of James Island, in reference to 
feeding horses and mules on potatoes. 
We have since found two farmers, Mr. 
J.C. Lampley, of Darlington County, 
and Mr. W. D. Harriss, of Florence 
County, who are utilizing their potatoes 
in the same way. These gentlemen are 
not doing it from necessity, but as a 
ynatter of farm economy, and are well 
pleased with thesexperiment. Accord- 
ing to the estimate of Col T. W. Wood- 
ward, of Fairfield, it takes three bushels 
of potatoes to equal in nutriment one 
bushel of corn, but even if it took four 
the cost of feeding on the potatoes would 
be far less, It is well known that a dry 
summer is very favorable to potatoes 
and just the opposite for corn, and this 
faet onght to be sufficient to induce 


be secured at forty to fifty feetapart. Tho 
next question which may arise is the size 
of the tile to be used. This depends first 
on the method used in laying the tile and 
second on the fall or grade. First, if the 
tile is laid by guess or by a water level, 
or rather by observing the flow. of the 
water in the ditch, then you had better 
use asix inch tile where a three inch tile 
would be abundant on a perfect grade, 
because the grade line will haye many 
inequalities in it, and you must make an 
allowance for the parts below grade to be 
filled up with silt. If these inequalith 
up and down, be less than six inches, 
then some water will continue to flow 
from a six inch tile, as in- Fig. 2. Figs. 
land 2 represent tile laid on an imper- 
fect », The dark portion represents 
the silt which has collected in points be- 
low the grade line; the Ught, that part 
not filled. In Fig. 1 the tile is choked 
with silt and is useless. In Fig. 2 the tile 
is partly filled at C, F and G, and its ca- 
pacity has been Hmited to that of the nar- 
rowest point, as at F, 

The probabilities aro that the inequali- 
ties will be more than three inches,, and 
that tile so laid will in a few years be 
qntirely filled with silt and cease to be of 
any use, as shown in Fig. 1 above. How- 
ever great the care taken in ying tile, 
there are liable to be slight inequalities, 
These should, however, be reduced to the 
minimum.

turbed for one day. They are tender and 


delfeate and need the vitalizing heat of 
the mother. Let them remain without 
food until the second day. When the hen 
is tiken from the nest dust her thorough- 
ly with fresh insect powder. Grease her 
lege lightly with melted lard and apply 
two or three drops to the back of ‘her 
neck. Do not put any under her wings, 
as the chicks are apt to get it into their 
eves, causing blindness. Lice pass from 
hen to tho chicks, so if there és one 
lovse on the hen it is one too many. The 
first four or five days feed stale bread-er 
cracker crumbs moistened with sweet 
milk. Do not make it too sloppy. The 
principal food should be bread made of 
equal parts fine oatmeal, bran, shorts 
and corn meal Add enough soda and 
suit to season, and three teaspoonfuls of 
ground bone. Mix with sweet milk and 
bake in the oven, Crumble the inside of 
the bread and feed it dry. ‘Take the crnat 
and moisten with a raw egg until the 
whole Isa stiff dough. Young chicks 
will keep healthy and grow fat on this 
food. Egg ix the, batural food for young 
fowls and should be given once or twice 
ae Raw egg will prevent bowel 
trouble, while too much hard-boiled egg 
will produce it. 

Feed regularly covery two hours until 
the chicks are a week old, then four 
thnes a day willalo, Give them all they 
will eat up clean but do not leave any in 
the trough to sour. As soon as chicks 
require food they require water. Mjlk 
may be given, but it xhouwld be sweet. “It 
the weather is cold lave the water tepid. 
Gonstruct the drink™®g dishes so that the 
chicks can drink without getting wet. 
Never feed raw corn meal to chicks. 
Bran is better than corn meusl, as if con- 
taink more mineral matter and is one of 
the best bone-forming foods that can be 
given to growing fowls; but it should al 
ways be xcalded. Aa they grow older feed 
grin, either whoke or cracked. ‘Table 
scraps and garden greens may also bo 
given. Keep pulverized charceal and fine 
e@ravel within their reach all the time.

The kitchen, as it stands to-day in 
nine-tenths of the flats and private 
houses, is a specimen of cupidity. Situa- 
ated in damp basements or dark corners 
of the building, badly ventilated, having 
no proper means of carrying off cooking 
odors, kept closed to keep down smoke 
and fumes from the rest of the house, 
managed by untrained servants, whose 
ideas of hygiene are meagre, often to be 
lighted with gas, as is the case in some 
very pretentious apartments, it is not to 
be wondered at that the lives of cooks 
are short compared with those engaged 
in other indoor occupations. 

The Society of Cooks in Paris has se- 
cured the services of Dr. Regeard to in- 
yestigate the causes of the alarming 
mortality in that profession. He declares 
thatthe kitchens in that beautiful city 
are the foulest parts of the houses, and 
says that their occupants:are sub- 
ject to varicose veins and hernia al- 
most universally; that rheumatism is 
caused by dampness, bad air and lack 
of light; throat tronble is due to expo- 
sure to draughts and intense heat; that 
the vitiated air causes dyspepsia, and 
alcoholism is induced by a weakened 


constitution, often running into con- 
sumption. Living, eating and often 


sleeping in such an atmosphere will 
undermine the constitution of the hardi- 
est race, and when predisposition exists 
for lung trouble, it makes quick work for 
the tubercle bacilli, 

In some high-grade New York houses 
the kitchens have a ceiling fully fifteen 
feethigh. The floor is inlaid with chips 
of niarble, the walls are tiled, and there 
is scarcely a strip df wood to be found 
outside of the doors and frames to chine 
closets. 

Under a set of cupboards which stand 
perhaps three feet from the floor and are 
ten fest wide aspace has been lined with 
marble and a marble shelf fitted.

HALF-HANGED PEOPLE. 
STORIES OF PERSONS TO WHOM 

HANGING HAS NOT BEEN FATAL 


Curious Record Left by a Victim of 


the Time of the Se 


venth Charles of 


France— Story of Dramatic Merit From 


Wosley's Magazine, 


To have been inadequately hanged by 
due legal process or private animosity is, 
no doubt, at present a rare situation. 
Science, with her marvelous powers, 
with the numberless commodities that 
enrich human experience, has made 
half-hanged persons scarce, or (as the 
dealers say) ‘‘pretty unique.” But the 
drop was not always improved, and in 
these times more than one victim of mis- 
fortune returned to society after having 
undergone the last penalty of the law. 
In Scotland, at least, a sportsmanlike 
sentiment spared half-hanged Maggie 
Dickson, though her sentence had not 
really been carried out in accordance 
with the perfect intentions of her judge. 
But the stories of the two most cele- 
brated half-hanged people are more ro- 
mantic than that of poor Maggie Dick- 
son, There may even be skeptics who 
decline to accept the following narra- 
tive, though related by the sufferer him- 
self, Michael Hamilton, serving in the 
Scottish forces of Charles VII. of France. 

In holy week, 1429, when Jeanne d’Arc 
was just being examined by a congress 
of divines, Michael Hamilton, with other 
gentlemen of the sword, was quartered 
near Clisson, in Brittany. The Bretons 
were in sympathy with the English, or, 
at all events, greatly preferred them to 
the Scots. A Breton spy swas captured 
by Hamilton and his friends, who at first 
extracted his information (doubtless in 
the usual manner) and then hanged him. 
What they had learned from their pri- 
soner induced them to believe that it was 
“time for them to go,” and go they did, 
“with what feet they had,” to einploy a 
pleasing Greek idiom. In the flight 
Michael Hamilton, impeded by the 
weight of his armor, was taken by the 
peasants. Among them was the son of 
the spy whom the Scots had hanged, In 
a revengeful spirit this youth insisted 
that Michael should undergo a penalty 
unworthy of his blood, and be hangedin 
his turn. ‘If you want a thing well 
done do it yourself,” is the maxim on 
which the son of the spy acted. He per- 
sonally hanged Michael Hamilton, and, 
no donbt, bestowed every attention to the 
details. Now. Michael, when he saw that 
he could not escape his pursuers, had 
inade a vow of a pilgrimage to the shrine 
of St. Katherine of Fierbois, in whose 
church, as will be remembered, Jeanne 
d’Arc discovered strangely the buried 
sword with five cro: on the blade. 
Now, on the night when Michael was 
suspended, a voice became audible to 
the cureof the parish, bidding him go 
and cut Michaei down. The cure thought 
very little of the matter, but, as the voice 
would not be quiet, he sent the beadle to 
inspect Michael. To make surethat the

Scot was dead the beadle made an in- 
cision in his little toc. Blood flowed, 
Michel moved. and the beadle fled back 
to the cure, Collecting the local clergy,

Novol Road Repairing Method. 
Mr. Jeff Van Nort, of Hamilton, Cald- 
well county, says of the roads in his” 
neighborhood: & 
About fifteen years ago we began the 
improyement of the roads in this town- 
ship. Tho farmers turned out in the fall — 
and we all worked nearly two weeks in 
grading them up and bridging the little — 
brooks and rivulets. We pledged one 
another to keep them in repair voluntari- 
ly. Next spring we mado cheap scrapers 
by inserting a pole into a slab, setting — 
tho slab at ananglo. From that date to 
this he farmeérs along our roads have 
kept them up by dragging these scrapers 
over them. When Neighbor Jonos, living — 
at tho east end of the road, has occasion — 
to go over it, ho hitches a scraper behind 
his wagon and drags it the distance he 
goes In such a way that i throws the dirt 
from, say the south side of the road to the 
centre, filling up ruts and bumps. Neigh- 
bor Smith, going inan opposite direction, _ 
comes along with his wagon, picks up 
tho scraper where Jones cast lt off and 
drags it along tho northside of the road, 
throwing tho dirt to tho fcentro. The 
straw, hay and other substances mix with 
tho dirt and are pressed down in the 
centre, and the sun conyerts tho mass 
into adobe, We have as good roads as 
any in the country and they are kept up 
in this way. No tax, no working tho 
roads—only yoluntary labor, Eyery man 
is ashamed not todo his part, I do not 
seo why other communities cannot do

Wall Pictures. 

A room with pictures and room with- 
out pictures differ nearly as much a3 a 
room with windows and a room withou 
windows ; for piotures are a loophole of 
escape to the soul, leading it to other 
scones and spheres, where the fancy for a 
momont may revel,refreshed and delighted. 
Pictures are consolers of loneliness and a 
elief to the jaded mind, and windows to 
he imprisoned thought ; they are books, 
nistories, and sermons, which wo oan read 
without the trouble of turning over the 
leaves. 

By hanging pictures low you increase 
the apparent height of the room, Colored 
pictures should not be hung in hallways or 
on staircases unless there is plenty of light 
forthem.

A FUTURE POSSIBILITY. 


An Easy Mattor to Pat Egypt in a Starv 
ing Condition. 

Ina lecture on the Nile, delivered in 
England a fow weeks ago, Sir Colin Soott- 
Moncrieff expressed the view that it would 
be a porfectly easy matter for hostile 
power to out off the water In the Soudan 
and put Egypt in a starving condition, 
There is nothing new in this opinion, and 
excellent authorities believe it is worthy 
of grave attention, ‘Ihe idea even ocour- 
jred to the barbarous people of the Soudan 
for long before the Egyptian subjugation 
of the upper Nile region the inhubitants of 
Sennaar boasted that they had it in their 
powor to turn Lower Egypt into a dosors. 
Tho late Gen, Gordon and the late Sir 
Samuel W. Baker shared the view express- 
ed by Sir Colin, Ten years ago Baker de- 
clared that the security of Egypt depended 
upon her command of the upper Nile. It 
lia well known that the rich sediment from 
the Atbara tributary coming from the 
Abyssinian highland created the Delta of 
the Nile and made the fertile belt along 
the lower river. Gordon and Baker do- 
clarad that an enemy, without any engine- 
lering knowledge, Elan deflect the waters 
of the Atbara, by a dam thrown across its 
bed during the, dry season, when it is 
devoid of water, about 250 miles from its 
junction with the Nile, The Atbara flows

“Nothiog in Indinn life,’’ said tho re- 


turned Kast Indian, ‘impresses tho Euro- 
pean resident more than tho fact that he 
nover comes to be anything but a atranger 
to those about him. Hoe never fathoms the 
Indian mind, and never knows moro of his 
servants than appears on the surface, His 
boy, for oxample, is an enigma to the 
European. Perhaps tho master learns in- 
cidentally that the boy has a wife and fam- 
ily and makes shift to maintain some sort 
of family life while seemingly giving oll his 
time to hia employer. 

‘The boy and many of the other servants 
visit the bazaar, and the bazaar of the Kast 
is the great exchange of gossip—* gup,’ as 
the Hindustani word is. Every piece of 
news, native or foreign, is in the gup of the 
bazaar, Your boy brings home all sorts of 
news, which is to be had merely for the 
asking. Ho knows who among your friends 
are ill, in love, in debt, The bazaar often 
has early news of European disturbances ; 
and these mysterious people who surround 
you, and of whom you are curiously ignor- 
ant, talk familiarly in the bazaar of your 
private affairs, 

“Tt is in business life as in family life ; 
you know nothing of the natives with 
whom youcome in contact, The native 


studies English only to get a place where 
he may earn ao living, and once pessessed 
ofa clerkship he is content to plod on, 
working with peouliar care and precision,

Ten Ways of Cooking an Egg. 


Merely popping an egg into boiling water 
and letting it bubble until the hand of the 
clock has marked three or five minutes, as 
the taste may dictate, isa common mistake, 
An egg will be more evenly cooked as well 
as more delicate, if it does not boil at all, 
Therefore, either put iton in cold water 
and heat gradually, or else in boiling water 
and remove from the fire allowing it to

Its virulence may 
be increased by unhealthful surroundings, 
but the most healthful offer no bar to its 
development, Itisa contagious disease, 
and epidemic, though solitary cases ocour. 
Though the disease has been known for 
centuries no eatisfactory treatment has 
ever been discovered by the medical fac- 
ulty until within @ short time. In the 
Forum for March Dr, L. Emmet Holt ex- 
plains the nature of the new antitoxin 
treatment for this fell disease, and feels 
confident that at last this great scourge of 


humanity has been met and conquered by 
medical science.

OONCEALING HIS REAL SELF. 


“Baboo is the name given in Bengal to 
the graduate of an Indo-English school, 
and such men constitute a small clerical 
class, some of whom rise to places of im- 

ortance under the Government. Baboo 
Baglish is stook subject of jest among 
Indo-Buropeans, It is often curiously 
absurd. The memoir of Onocool Chunder 
Moocrkerjee, » Judge of the highest Indian 
tribunal, published at Calcutta ten or 
twelve years ago, was received with a 
burst of laughter by the English press. 
Half a dozen books since published in 
English by more or less distinguished 
natives have been quite as ridiculous, 
Native newspapers printed in English are 
the funniest things in life. They are made 
worse by the tricks played upon them by 
Englis residents. Newspapers in the native 
dialects are usually bitter assailants of the 
Government, but they have little or no 
circulation and are usually shortlived, 
though uo steps are taken to suppress or to 
exercise a censorship over them, 

“The native delights in strong English 
words of Latin derivation, and often uses 
them with ameaning just a shade off their 
common acceptance, Along with these 
ambitious words the native uses slang 
and conventional phrases by way of giving 
his style an air of unstudied ease. ‘The 
selection of Justice Moorkerjee,’ says his 
biographer, ‘was most judicious and tip 
top.’ A seeming utter 

ABSENCE OF HUMOR 


marks the attempt of the native at English 

composition. A native applying to me for 
=iplate as clerk closed his letter thus: 
‘Hearing that you are fond of figures I 
append a few : 1, 2,3,4, 5,6,’ A clerk being 
absent sent me a letter of excuse, in which 
he explained that he was kept away by o 
boil ‘ns per margin,’ On the margin of the 
sheet he had drawn a rude outline of the 
part affected by the boil, with an exegger 

ated representation of the latter. am 
entirely clear that neither had any humor- 
ous intent. 

“Some ot the baboos adopt the profession. 
of writers, which means that they under- 
take the correspondence of persons not 80 
happy in their education. These baboo 
letters are marked with an exaggeration of 
the absurdities that belong to native 
English. Jvery native on applying for a 
place in an Koglish house brings letters of 
recommendation. They are occasionally, 
perhaps frequently, forged by the baboo 
weiter employed for the purpose. The 
writer dovs not hesitate toappend the name 
of any Anglo-Indian, no .natter how 
distinguished. I doubt not that Warren 
Hastiug's name has appeared in a liundred 
such. These forgeries are so clumsy as to 
be ridiculous, for the recommendations are 
fulsome and florid co the last degree. 

*t One must consider caste in all dealings 
with the natives, yet lown my ignorance 
of the subject. A prince is not necessurily 
a man of high caste, and his prime minister 
may in this matter be his superior, An 
Englieh corporation has done a great deal 
to shake the power of caste, at least in 
some particulars, ot Bombay, When 
street railways were introduced into that 
vity by this company it was prophesied 
thatthe enterprise would be a failure, that 
men of different castes would not mingle in 
the street cars, But exactly the reverse is 
true. You see men of all castes sitting 
side by side in the street oars, and the same 
is true of the steam railways. 

“‘It is w mistake to suppose that the 
European imposes upon the individual 
native, whatever you may think of the 
British ocoupation of India. The native is 
extremely litigious. If the European 
strikes his boy, rhe latter isquickly olf to 
have the master hauled before o Justice

Belgium Grows More Drunken. 

There has been an extraordinary increase 
of lave in the consumption of alcoholic 
liquora in Belgium. This fact was brought 
out very clearly in a discussion on the 
subject which occurred recently in the 
chambers. M, Lejune, former minister of 
justice, declared that the nation was re- 
verting to a new form of barbarism which 
could ouly be described by the term 
alcoholic barbarism. From statistics far- 
nished by him, it appears that the revenue 
from the excise, which amounted to 4,000,- 
000 francs iu 1851, has now reached the 
total of 33,000,000 ; that during the same 
period the number of public houses has 
increased from 53,000 to 175,000 and that 
the annual consumption of spirits is at the 
rate of 12 litres per adult, His figures 
show also that from 1851 to 1888 criminal- 
ity increased at the rate of 200 per cent., 
and insanity at the rate of 138 per cent., 
and that of every 100 deaths among the 
male portion of the community eighty can 
Le traced to alcoholic causes. M. Lejune 
attributes this disastrous state of things to 
two causes. The firstis the insufficiency 
of the food procurable by the working 
classes, and the second the poisonous 
quality of the spirits purchased by them.

makes of separators. Second hy changiog 
the cream screw, cream that tested below 
20 per cent fat whipped with difficulty, 
while that testing 30 per cent whipped so 
quickly that great care was necessary to 
avoid turning the cream into butter, 
Third, Separator cream would whip at the 
room temperature or about 70°; but by coo}. 
ing to 50° most excellent reaulte were obtain- 
ed, Below 50° the resuits were not materi- 
ally bettered, Pastenrized cream at 150° 
cooled to 50°, whipped perfectly and kept 
aweet after being whipped twice as long as 
that not pastenrized. My conclusions were 
that cream testing 25 per cent and cooled to 
50° would mnie to perfection; and from 
experience here [ learn that cream must not 
be shaken up in transit, but the bottles in 
which it is car.ied must be full.” 

As the farin sells no cream testing lese 
than 25 per cent to ite regular patrons the 
above information regarding temperature 
will I hope be carefully read and new patrons 
will give with their orders the uee the cream 
is intended for.

VACCINATION OF LAND. 


Interesting Experiments Being Made in 
France and Germany. 

One of ths strangest things in recent 
science has to do with the recent ‘‘vacci- 
nation’’ of land. Kyeryone knows that it 
enriches, instead of impoverlshes, a field 
to plant it occasionally with a legumin- 
ous crop, such os clover or lucerne, the 
roots of which haye a power of absorb- 
ing and retaining more nitrogen than 
they take from the ground. But where 
the nitrogen comes from is another mat- 
ter, The air suggested itself at once 
when people began to study the problem, 
nnd Messrs. Lawes and Gilbert, among 
others, spent many months in fruitless 
endeayors to trace the source to the air, 
coming at last to a negative conclusion. 
The discovery was “cyontually made by 
Herren, Hellriegel and Willfarth, of Ger- 
many, that the absorption was due to 
minute organisms (a sort of discase) in 
the roots, which, when the supply of ni- 
trogen in the soil began to fail, appeared 
in the form of small excrescences, drew 
nitrogen from the air and so caused the 
enrichment, When this had once been 
settlod it became a matter of importance 
to fosterand, if possible, hasten the 
growth of the disease in the flelds sown 
with leg: minousae, and extensive experi- 
ments haye been made during the last few 
years In France and Germany with this 
object. Fields have been literally ‘*vacci- 
nated’? by spiking over them soil in 
which tuberculous crops haye grown, or 
eyen water in which they have been soak- 
ed. In 1890 a tract of old peaty land was 
sown with cloyer and yaccinated with 
about one and a half tons to the acre of 
an old cloyer fleld. Scarcely any other 
manure at all was used. A more conyinc- 
ing oxperlment still was performed in 
Prussia, where a largo fleld was sown 
with lupins, and divided, ono part being 
treated in tho ordinary fashion, tho othor 
inoculated from an old lupin crop. The 
yield in tho latter part was five anda 
half times as great as in that under the 
normal treatment. A remarkable point in 
these operations is that-cach variety, of 
tho leguminousae has its characteristic 
microbe, and that it is no use inoculat- 
ing a field of cloyer, for instance, with 

slucerne, or of lupin with cloyer,—Roches- 
ter Times. 


Ladies Fear for Their Matr, 

A dinner party in the suburbs one 
evening last week was brought toa sum- 
mary ending by the entrance of a largo 
sized bat into the room, which swooped 
down over the table, causing such a scat- 
tering of the fair sex, including the host- 
ess, as an earthquake could scarcely 
have accomplished. The innocent causo 
of all this disturbance sought refugo in 
the upper folds of the window draper- 
ies, whence it was impossible to dislodge 
it, and as the ladies persistenly refused 
to return to the dining room while the 
intruder held possession there the re- 
maining courses were served informally 
in the library to the scornful amusement 
ofthe men, One of the latter is report- 
ed as saying, ‘‘And yet women considor 
themselves our equals and want to vote!” 
—Boston Saturday Gazette. 


Searchlight For Wounded, 

The Militar Wochenblatt mentions an 
invention for finding the wounded on 
the battlefield. It consists of a telescopic 
tubular pole, about 25 yards long when 
fully extended, with a gas or kerosene or 
electric light at the top. Itis made of 
aluminium and kept steady by three or 
four thin wire cords, a large white ro- 
flector being placed above tho light. It 
is said to light up a largo extent of 
ground most effectually and in o man- 
ner much more serviceable than that of 
an ordinary searchlight.

SAP’S A-RUNNING. 


Fun and Hard Work in the Maple Bush tn 
the Early Spring. 

To get the best flow of sap tho nights 
must be freezing and the days warm and 
pleasant. When it reaches the camp 
the sap is poured into the big kettle and 
a pileiof dry boughs is soon crackling 
away under it, After that for several 
weeks the camp in the sugar bush is the 
scene of great activity and excitement. 
It is really a good deal of a picnic. In 
the evening the fires are set to roaring 
high around the kettle, and the boys sit 
hear and tell stories. Sometimes the 
girls in the nvighborhood come out in a 
body with a big basket of doughnuts and 
sandwiches, and then the boys ‘‘see them 
home,” with the baskets empty. 

After having been boiled partly down 
in the kettle the sap is dipped out into 
the pans and again boiled until it is thick 
and syrupy. Just before the time for 
“sugaring off’ arrives the syrup is dip- 
ped out of the pans and placed in tubs, 
where the ‘‘sugar sand’—otherwise the 


malate of lime—can settle out. Then it 
is poured back into the last pan in the 
series and heated until it boils, One of 
tho boys stands over it with a spoon and 
from time to time he drops alittlesyrup 
into a snow bank, and if it hardens or 
“sugars” it is time to pourit off. Some- 
times it is ‘‘sugared” in tubs and some- 
times in molds of various sizes and 
shapes. In these forms the big brown 
blocks go to the market. 

Toward the end of the sugar season 
the yearly ‘‘sugaring-off” festival is held 
in many places, and it has come to rank 
with the husking bee and apple-paring 
party. Some pleasant April afternoon 
when the snow has been driven to the 
protection of the fence corners and the 
robins are hopping on the moist sod the 
the people from all the country round 
gather at the ‘‘bush,” bringing their 
lunches with them, Each boy and girl 
is provided with aspoon and a big white 
chip. When the syrup is thick and 
brown in the last pan a little of it is 
stirred with much jostling and laughter 
until it has “‘sugared” almost white. By 
this time the women of the party have 
lain out the bread and butter, the cold 
ham and the pickles—for pickles are 
always present at a sugar party. Then 
the lunch begins and continues until 
everything is eaten up. 

Some big maples will yield as high as 
20 gallons of sap daily, but the average 
is much below this amount. The sap 
has only about 2 per cent. of sugar in it, 
and the boiling, therefore, is for the pur- 
pose of driving off the immense quantity 
of water. This is accomplished insome 
sugar bushes by means of a patent 
evaporator in which the process is much 
more rapid.. Sometimes the sap is not 
boiled down to sugar, but is allowed to 
remain in the form of syrup, weighing 
about ten pounds to the gallon. 

The great element of success in sugar 
making is cleanliness. Much of the pure 
syrup and sugar on the market is beliey- 
ed to’ be adulterated, simply because 
the makers were not careful to keep 
leaves and twigs out of the sap, and 
neglected to clean out the kettle and 
pans frequently, 

Maple sugar making is distinctly a 
Canuck industry. Practically maple 
sugar is made nowhere in the world ont- 
side of Canada and the United States, 
and we learned the process from the 
Indians. In many of the tribes sugar 
making was in times past one of the 
favorite pursuits. The first sap which 
flowed after the trees were hacked—for 
the Indians had no augers—was sacri- 
ficed by the medicine man to the Great 
Spirit. Then the braves built the fires 
and the women tapped the trees, chop- 
ped the dugouts and did all the rest of 
the work. 

A large part of the country’s supply 
of maple sugar comes from this pro- 
vince, where hundreds of farmers pro- 
duce it. Trees are planted every year, 
so that a vigorous bush may always be 
maintained. Eyen the roadsides are 
lined with great maples, and in the sugar 
season these, too, are tapped. The 
taking of the sap from the trees"in no 
way injures them. Canada used to send 
a considerable quantity to the United 
States, 

It is a common impression that maple 
sugar is much adulterated, and to acer- 
xtent this is true, Commercial 
rup contains a large amount of 
ordinary granulated or ‘‘A” sugar. This 
i is used largely in hotels or res- 
taurants. A still cheaper grade is made 
by mixing a little maple sugar with a 
great deal of glucose, There are also 
certain ‘maple flayors” on the market 
which are put into a glucose compound 
and the resulting syrup is palimed off on 
an unsuspecting public as ‘‘pure maple 
syrup.” Reliable dealers, however, do 
not countenance any such practices. 

Maple sap is also used sometimes for 
making vinegar. By exposure to the 
sun for four days it becomes sour, and 
can hardly be told from the best vinegar. 


Goranioms Disliked by Flies. 

Here is an interesting idea for the 
housewife who is troubled with the 
aggravating flies flourishing in their 
furnace-heated rooms long after cold 
weather is supposed to have destroyed 
them. The suggestion comes from 
abroad that the fragrant geranium— 
the old-fashioned rose geranium be- 
loved by our grandmothers—keeps flies 
away. A moderate sized geranium of 
this variety is said to be so disagreeable 
to flies that they avoid its neighbor- 
hood, and two or three of those plants

THE PRINCE OF ROMANY 


SKETCH OF THE RICHEST NOMADIC 
HORSEDEALER IN THE WORLD. 


This Prince Loved All Things Gorgeous 
Ho Travelled in Gplondor and Dazzled 
the Eyes of Countrymen With Whom He 


Traded Horses on the Square. 


Prince Williams is dead—the prince 
of Romany, the richest nomadic horse- 
dealer in the world. He was an Eng- 
lishman, and his word was as good as 
his bond—a strange quality in a peri- 
patetic horse-dealer. During the Ameri- 
can Civil War he was located in Buffalo, 
where he bought horses for the Govern- 
ment, and many times he ran over into 
Canada in pursuit of his business. 'Dur- 
ing the first ten years of his residence 
in America the Prince travelled about 
altogether in the Southern States, where 
he was a great fayorite with the horse- 
men and plantation owners. During 
the last thirty years, however, his head- 
quarters have been in East Hartford, Ct. 

No one understood better the effect of 
gorgeous finery on the minds of the back 
country* population, and whithersoever 
he travelled he went about with pomp 
and pageantry. The country folk re- 
ceived him with open-eyed wonder and 
somewhat of the deference that is paid 
to a monarch. The Prince was by no 
means an ordinary everyday trader, but 
all his horses—there wore always a score 
or more in his train—were sleek and 
blooded animals, the finest in the land, 
whose glossy coats shone with the polish 
of skillful grooming, 

All day the business of horse dicker- 
ing went briskly on. At dusk the rural 
traders set off homeward with their pur- 
chases, und then the Prince and his at- 
tendants kindled their evening camp 
fires. Horses were tethered or fed here 
and there among the forest trees, the 
glittering canvas waggons drawn up in 
a circle, and then the nomads partook 
of their supper. They slept in their 
Wwaggons, in roomy chambers on wheels 
that wero fitted up in elegant and com- 
fortable style. 

Very orderly and proper, and heat 
withal, was the Prince's encampment 
always, for ‘‘the Chief,” as his people 
fondly termed him, was rigorous and 
inexorable in respect of his temperance 
convictions, and would {not tolerate dis- 
order, intemperance or licentionsness. 

Layish as the Prince unquestionably 
was in his mode of living and travelling, 
dispensing hospitality with an open and 
prodigal hand, nevertheless his chari- 
tableness was even more bountiful and 
extraordinary. His purse was always 
open to the needy applicant—it is said 
that a person in pecuniary distress never 
applied to him in vain—hence his 
memory is revered by many thousands 
of poor persons in every part of the land. 

All his life the Prince travelled in 
great magnificence, with imposing 
equipage and harness gloriously be- 
decked. A few years ago he had a 
wonderful chariot constructed {for him- 
self that exceeded in its splendor any- 
thing of the kind ever produced. 

Those were followed in turn by troops 
of haltered, high-stepping steeds, clat- 
tering over the stony country roads, 
kicking up clouds of dust. Prince Wil- 
liams always rode shead in royal style, 
in asort of triumphant every-day pro- 
cessional majesty, and he, no less than 
his rumbling chariot, was at once a 
wonder and a caution to the hard-fisted 
and penurious farmers, among whom he 
journeyed and sojourned. 

He had that towering chariot, which 
was even bigger and grander than the 
one in which the fat queen rides and 
quakes in the circus procession, designed 
for him by an artist of his trade, who 
spent many a sleepless night concocting 
novel schemes to bedaub it with sunset 
splendor. It cost him not a dollar less 
than $5,000 or $6,000, and it was worth 
every penny of the sum, at that, for it 
fairly wallowed, the chariot did, in 
gleaming gold, silver, paint and trim- 
mings. 

Half a dozen beautiful horses drew it, 
as round and sleek and pompous as Per- 
cherons, and they stepped along a 
back country road, resplendent harness 
jingling with bells and silver buckles, 
flashing back the sun's rays in contemp- 
tuous mockery of Phoebus Apollo's be- 
littled splendor, with stately coach 
plumes nodding and fluttering in the 
breeze, 

All this gewgaw spread just delighted 
the Prince, and what was of vastly more 
account, it dazzled the country, lured 
traffic and dicker about his caravan as 
nothing else could do; for the Prince 
was a mighty shrewd and sagacieus 
judge of the pecuniary side of a gilt- 
edged business phenomenon. 

So the Prince rode and glittered ha- 
bitually for many a year, and all the 
time shining hard dollars of the realm 
rolled into his capacions coffers, his 
bank account waxed steadily more ple- 
thoric, and folks said; ‘‘H'm! the Prince 
is getting rich.” 

The Prince always chose an ideal spot 
for an encampment. The brilliantly- 
painted and decorated wagons were 
quietly hidden in the woods, with groups 
of horses tethered beside the highway, 
all combining to form a romantic and 
bewitching scene. In the company were 
from 15 to 20 persons—men, women and 
children—and all in all they had 25 
horses, and magnificent animals they 
were. The great chariot, of course, at- 
tracted most attention on the part of 
the awe-struck countrymen, for it is 
like a buffet parlor railroad car, equip- 
ped with all the necessaries and luxuries 
demanded by the most luxurious travel- 
lers. Indeed, itis a perfect boudoir in- 
side, with beds covered with spotless 
counterpanes and hang with silken cur- 
tains and drapery, The camp trimmings 
alone in that encampment were valued 
at more than $2,000; the persons there 


were all young and handsome, and the 
whole camp was as neat and pretty as 
that’of an ideal picnic party.

HOW A PIANO IS TUNED. 


It Is a Shpplo Thing After You Have 


Learned 
“Plunk twang 


plunk — ker 


You haya heard these sounds before, 
though thoy look o little unt uniliar when 
reproduced on paper. ‘They represent the 
performance of a piano tuner front an ¢ 
side and tympanic standpoint, They 
tho tangiblo and/ disagreeable part of the 
nocessary business of putting in tune an 
instrument, which, alas! too many people 
spond a deplorably large portion of their 
lives putting out of tune, 

This business of tuning pianos, which 
cortainly looks rather mysterious as you 
watch the manner in which the operator 
prices up first one string and then an- 
other, sounding meanwhile a confused 
jargon of notes, until the puzzled listener 
docs not know an octaye from a fifth, is 
not, however, as difficult and as mysteri- 
ous as at fisrt it appears, 

All that {s required Is an exict Gar and 
afew simple tools, viz, & tuning-fork 
(usually a C fork), a long, hammer-like 
key, and a wedge or mute. The accuracy 
of the tuncr's car is partly a natural gift, 
partly tho result of long practice. 

Evon the most unpracticed ear can read- 
ily distinguish sound from noise; sound 
is produced by regular vibrations, while 
noise isa mixture of sounds thrown to- 
gether without reference to any law. High 
notes have a largo number of vibrations 
per second, while low notes haye a small 
number. The highest A is calculated to 
haye 3,480 vibrations per second, while 
the lowest A has only 274. 

Tho majority of tuners have adopted 
a method of tuning which - includes 
but two Intervals, the octave and 
the fifth. ‘The ordinary square piano has 
two strings, and most uprights have 
threo strings, to each note, except in 
the lower octave. The pitch of one of 
these strings is tuned in the relation of 
octaye or fifth to some previous note. 
The renmining strings are then tuned in 
unison with the first string. As the 
strings approach unison, a number of 
strong and rapid beats or pulsations are 
perceptible to the cs as they come still 
closer, the beats become slower, till flnally 
they ure no longer to be heard. ‘Then the 
unison is perfect. 

The car in tuning is guided by pro- 
gression from a confused sound to strong 
beats, and then from sinooth wayes to one 
continuous sound. Unisons and octaves 
are always tuned perfect; that is the beats 
must ontirely disappear. In the fifths, 
when perfeetly tuned, there will be neither 
wave nor beat. 

It takes generally about three years tc 
learn the business, and a good workman 
will make from $18 to 835 a week, A fow 
women have been employed as tuners 
with great success.—New York Recorder. 


BROKEN WALL PLASTER. 


This Little Article and Picture Tell How 
to Ropair It. 


Abways in repairing bits of wall or ceil 
ing remove ull the adjoining portion of 
plaster that is loose, then industriously 
brush the exposed lath until not a particle 
of plastering remains.

Let it dry for 
one day, again brush and cither make 
half-inch holes in the lath as at a, o1 
dirve insplenty of three-quarter-inch wire 
nails to about half their length as at b, or 
insert small screws left projecting a little 
less than the thickness of the wall as at 
ce The object of all of these plans is to 
hold the plastering firmly in position. 
When patching a wall it is best to put 
in more hair than usual, and be certian 
to press the plaster into every crevice, 
using none but well-made morter. Dc 
not inix and apply tgs same day, but let 
it scason or ripen ns masons do. Better 
still, where but « bushel or so is needed, 
go to some places where building is going 
on, or tow muson who keeps it ready- 
made, and obtain a better article thar

About Rain Drops, 

There are certain differences in the 
rains which fall at different seasons of tho 
year which are interesting to study. Of 
course, to ontor deeply into the subject 
would take too long and involve too many 
explanations, But a curio little fact 
about the size of rain drops may be easily 
understood by any reader. 

The height of clouds above the earth is 
always greater in summer timo in tem- 
perate latitudes and in tropical coun- 
tries. And it is least in the pc rogions 
and in the winter of the temperate zone. 

Raindrops always increase in sizo as 
they fall. This is occasioned by the uccu- 
mulation of moisture from the air through 
which they fall. And this being so, it is 
evident that their size will depend upon 
the heigth of the clouds from which they 
descend, as wellas tho rapidity of con- 
densation.. Hence, we find that tropical 
rains and summer showers fall in large, 
heavy drops, while the fine, drizzling rains, 
mists and fogs are characteristic of cold 
latitudes. " 


L Good House Plant, 

Although the heliotrope isa tender plant, 
extremely sensitive to cold, it is one of 
the best plants for cultivation indoors. It 
seems to haye few diseases, and is usually 
free from insect enomies, while with 
abundant water and sunshine and suffi- 
cient artificial heat it will bloom all 
winter long year after year, and is so tena- 
cious of life fhat when cut downto a 
mere stick it quickly shoots forth Juxurl- 
ant new wood, In addition to all this, 
the more the plant is pruned the more 
iuxuriantly it’ blossoms. The blossoms 
should be cut with a considerable length 
of the new wood upon which they grow, 
and if at once fully immersed in water 
and then placed in a deep, well-filled yaso 
they remain frosh and odorous for many 
days. The plant is a little difficult for 
amateurs to propagate from cuttings, 
though with plenty of water tho sun and 
some bottom heat the young cuttings 
quickly root and prosper.

ODD LAWS IN ALL COUNTRIES FOR 
UNDOING MARRIAGE TIES. 


Growth of Divorce in France yr 
Burmese aud Chinese Customps—Distin« 
guished Komans Who Cast of Thoir 
Wives—England and Switzerland, 

The question of divorcee seams to bo agli 
tating protty nearly every civilized coun 
try in the world just now, says the New 
York World. The l’rench statistiolans have 
tacklod the subject, and show the extent to 


Which divorce has grown in France, Krom 
{SSi to 1804 applications for divorces in 
France haye exceeded 45,000, of which 40, - 
000 have been pranted. 

M. Naquot, in urging tho passage of the 
divorce huy in France, optimistically pre- 
dicted that it would prevent many rup- 
tures, and that married couples would 
romain more firmly united from tho fact 
that their tle would not bo compulsory. 

Unfortunately, oxactly the contrary was 
tho rosult. Tho first year after the law 
was passed showed 1,700 divorces; last 


»viso: 


yoar there wero over 8,000, When separa- 
tions alone were permitted they only 
reached 8,000. While in 1882 the propor- 
tion was only one in 1,000, to-day it is 
twonty-five in 1,000. 

From the history of divorce it appears 
that the proportion of unhappy marriagos 
increases from the day divorce is legalized 
in a country. It appears among people of 
the highest civilization at the poriod of 
thelr decadence; from that time can be 
dated a retrograde moyoment in’ morals, 

Tho Bible says that if » man after mar- 
rying 4 woman and living with her con- 
coives o disgust of hor, for some shameful 
fault, ho shall draw ont a decree of 
divorce, and, putting it into the woman's 
hands, shall send her out of-his house. 
This was not always easily accomplished, 
because the majority of people did not 
know how to write, and the Lovite or 
priest whom they consulted could refuse 
to grant their application if he saw fit. 

In Kgypt the laws authorized no divorce 
except in ‘certain cases, Infidelity was 
punished severely; the man recelyed 1,000, 
stripes and the woman's nose was cut, In 
Babylon a public auction of all the girls 
of a marriagenble age was held once a 
year. The untying of these knots was 
even more simple, es 

Confucius, writing on Chinese laws, 
established seyen cases of repudiation, 
among which it appea hat the wife could 
be put aside for e ve gossip or for 
not getting along with her father or 
mother-in-law. But there was this pro- 
‘The husband is advised to retain 
her if she will wear mourming. for her 
mother-in-law for threo years.’? As o 
matter of fact, the ‘Chinese resort to the 
divorce courts very little, and they hold a 
widow marrying a second time in the 
utmost contempt, This custom is some- 
What similar to that of the Hindoos in 
former years, When the widows flung 
themselyes on the burning woodpiles up- 
on which their husbands’ bodies wero 
being consumed, 

India recognizes cortain causes for 
divorce, Up to the commencement of 
this century a childless Hindoo was per- 
mitted to lend his wife to a brother or 
other male relative in order to haye ¢hild- 
ren. In Burmah the women when marry- 
ing do not take their husbands’ names, 
but retain their own, with the addendum 
of ‘wife of So and So,’’ ‘This makes it 
conyenient for them to assume their pre- 
vious status in public knowledge when 
they come to be divorced, as they are very 
likely to be, for divorce is césy in that 
country. 

In Greece the main idea in marrying was 
to bring children into the world, malés 
especially, for the good of the country; 
hence tho great facility offered for break- 
ing the marriage tie in case of sterility. 
Tho legislators recognized the right of 
divorce, At Athens diyorco could be ob- 
tained by demand of one of the parties 
or by mutual consent. The case was 
argued before a tribunal. The parties on 
being freed were expressly forbidden to 
marry with a person younger than them- 
selves. Grecian wives convicted of break- 
ing the Seventh Commandment, were put! 
to death, after haying their hair cut off 
and their heads covered with hot ashes. 

his barbarous costume was also adopt- 
ed in Rome after the conquest of Garth- 
ago and Corinth. The Romans, being 
masters of the world, only thought of re- 
yolling in their riches, and cut ‘them- 
selves adrift from the austere rules of 
virtue, which has been theirs for con- 
turies, Ciyil marriages and religious mar- 
riages were little by little cut into by 
divorce, which sprend to such an extent 
as to almost suppress m Neagly 

ory cause was admitted—infideclity, sick- 
old age, drunkenness, poison (which 
was yery preyalent), going into the 
church, the army, and, lastly, mutual 
consent, The husband had the right to 
demand a divorce if the wife obtained 
falso keys to the cellar, or if she went 
‘oadding’’ to the theatre or circus to the 
neglect of her household duties, 

All these reasons were but pretexts, 
after all, ‘The virtuous Cato obtained a 
divorce In order to marry Marcia, Scilla 
remarried with a woman whom he mot 
at the circus, Cicero repudiated his wife 
to take Publilla, whose riches wonld en- 
able him to pay off all his creditors; 
Caesar and Antony contracted four suc- 
cessive marriages; Pompey went as far as 
flve. Juyenal felt justified in saying that 
faithful spouses were 4s rare as ‘white 
crows,’’ Or, a3 Wo say to-day, as ‘twhite 
bhackbirds,’’ 

The law of Mahomot admits of diyorce 
—though itis very little resorted to by 
tho Mahometans—but exacts four 
montis’ reflection on the part of the hus- 
band before sending the letter of repudin- 
tion, which in this c@so is called tetolk 
boln—a temporary repudation is called 
tetoik eid jee, which is used as a forewarn- 
ing. 

The nation which grants fewest divorces 
is England. A spoclal court—the Court 
for Divorce and Matrimonial Casos—copes 
with all matrimonial difficulties, Diyorce 
can be obtained for ‘‘criminal conyersa- 
tion,’’ and is dentod for porsonal injuries 
and neglect. A rupture of the marriage 
tio is granted only for infidelity, and this 
is known to the court as tho ‘specific 
remedy.’’ 

Switzerland grants more divorces than 
any othercountry. Since the Federal law 
of 1874 was passed tho proportion has 
risen from forty-seven to a thousand, In 
Sweden since 1831, in Holland since 1851 
and in Saxony since the Fedoral law of 
1875 the proportion has doubled and even 
tripled. In Belgium it has multiplied six 
fold

And this tgnoranoe ts disclosed not 
in attomptod religious Instruction, but in 
the study of the ordinary branches of a 
literary education in our universities and 
colloges. ‘ho pupils are entirely unable | 
to understand « grout mass of illusions 
in the masterpieces of English poetry and 
prose. Some of those pupils are yletimeg 
of the idea that the Bible should not be 


read by the young, for they will bo preju- 
diced in a religious way before their 
minds aro mature cnough to select a reli- 
gion for themselves. Now, wholly apart 
from {ts roligious and from its ethical 
value, the Bible is the one book that no 
jntelligent person who wishes to come in- 
to contact with the world of thought and 
to sharo the ideas of the great minds of 
the Christian era can afford to be ignor- 
ant of. All modern literature and all art 
are permeated with it, There is scarcely 
Oo great work in the languages that can be 
fully understood and enjoyed without this 
knowledge, so fullis it of illusions and 
illustrations from the Bible. This is 
true of fiction, of poetry, of economic and 
of philosophic works, and also of the 
sclentific and even agnostic treatisos. It 
is not at all ¢ question of religion, or tho- 
ology, or of dogma, it {s a question of 
general intelligence. A boy or a girl at 
college, in the presence of the works set 
for either to master, without a fair kow- 
ledge of the Bible, is an ignoramus, and 
is disadvantaged accordingly. It is in it- 


self almost a liberal education, as many 
great masters in literature haye testified. 
It has so entered into law, literature, 
though the whole modern life of the 
Christian world that ignorance of it is a 
most serious disadvantage to the student, 
How this is to be overcome fn our ma- 
chine system is a graye question. It re- 
sults partly from the discontinuance of 
the use of the Biblo in the public schools, 
but more especially from the change in 
the estimation in which it is held in the 
family. In comparison with its position 
in tho family a generation ago, it is now 
a neglected book. It is neglected as litera- 
ture. There are several suggestions for 
reviving interest in it. One of them is 
already in operation in Sunday school 
work. Another is its study as literature 
in the schools and colleges. But we be- 
lieve that the change will only come 
effectively by attention to the fundamental 
cause of this ignorance, the neglect of its 
use in the home in childhood. If its great 
treasures are not a part of growing 
childhood, they will always be external of 
the late possessor. In the family is 
where this education must begin, and it 
will then bo, as it used to be, An easy and 
unconscious education, a stimulus to the 
imagination, and a ready key to the great 
world of tradition, ¢ m, history, litera- 
ture.—Harper’s Ma

LADY STANLEY OF ALDERLEY 
A Woman of Unusual Personality and 
Swoetnossa of Charnoter. 

Tho death of Lady Stanley of Alder 
ley, practically from the wavo of cold, 
but for which sho might havo reached 
her natural age of 90, removes a figure 
from the stage of London society of 
which there will not in the next genera 


tion bo many replicas, There will be 
many gront ladios till society altogether 
loses its present character, which will 
probably not happen in any period worth 
considering; but they will not be like 
Lady Stanley 

She resemblod the great Scotch ladies 

of tho beginning of the century, of whom 
Mrs, Oliphant has drawn so charming 
and powerful a sketch in her picture of 
“Mrs. Catherine Douglas, who, protect 
ed alike by station, etiquette, and by 
charm, dared say precisely what arose 
in their minds; which was, nine times 
out of ten, the actual truth, expressed 
either epigramatically or roughly, or 
caressingly, according to the character 
of oach interlocutor, but which was in- 
variably made forcible by hard, clear 
sonse. Always a liberal, always inquisi- 
tive, always eager for new ideas, pro- 
vided she could learn them from persons 
and not books, Lady Stanley of Alderley 
probably never believed » fad in her 
life, and never was carried away by an 
unsound idea. As independent as the 
most independent of the advanced 
school, utterly careless of many conven- 
tionalities, very brusque both in manner 
and talk, the impression she always left 
—if she had a chance of making herself 
felt—was one of sane originality, and of 
areserve force which could be used if 
necessity arose. 

She was even singularly tolerant of 
opposition, at least outside her own 
doors, but people, were shy of fighting 
her in committee—and she sat much on 
various committees—partly because she 
was sure to speak the exact truth with. 
out regard to persons or consequences, 
but partly also because of her remark- 
uble business efficiency. She was as good 
a chairman as the ablest man, and bet- 
ter in this, that she would put down the 
wandering or the loquacious or tho fool- 
ish with a trenchancy which, when men 
display it, always gains them personal 
foes. Lady Stanley did not make per- 
sonal foes eyen among women who 
avenged their defeats by saying she was 
“so rude.” Possessed of such faculties, 
so well placed, and so interested in all 
the life around her, politics more especi- 
ally, Lady Stanley exercised an influence 
which, when the world was a third of 
its present size, and people repeated 
clever things to each other instead of 
reading the evening newspapers, must 
have been very considerabie, 

The politicians who talked to her 
found what all men seek in able women, 
sense which is not sensible, that is, 
which is not an induction from many 
facts, but a self-generated, and, so to 
speak, instinctive opinion, which may 
not serve as a guide, but isan invaluable 
contribution towards guidance. Lady 
Stanley, for example, probably hardly 
understood the “‘alternativo policy,” as 
it is called, of abandoning the Mediter- 
ranean for the moment in the event of 
war with France; but her instant re- 
mark reported in the Times by Mrs, 
Courtney, that she disapproved clearing 
out of anywhere or surrendering any- 
thing, states the counter-argument al- 
most completely in a sentence. Her 
summaries of character were just ag 
effective, and had usually this effective 
quality, so rarely found in women who 
speak epigrammiatically, that they wore 
not ill natured, that she saw the whole 
character and not its special weakness 
or peculiarity. We do not know if she 
ever used her influence, as Lord Beacons- 
field thought she did, to secure patron. 
age for her friends, but we are quite sure 
that if she did, she smoothed the path 
for the right persons, and never left on 
the patron’s mind a false impression, — 
London Spectator. 


A Musical Typowriter,

NINE TAILORS MADE A MAN. 


An Old Proverb Vory Intorestingly Ex. 
plained 

“Nine tailors madea man.” This ex 
pression brings us to the consideration 
of the universal custom of the ringing 
of church bells, a practice regarded aa 
almost sacred in most minds as being 
one of the ceremonies attached to the 
Christian faith, 

Its origin, however, is a very snpor- 
stitious one, and the ringing of bells was 
formerly practiced from a belief in their 
officacy to drive away evil spirits, The 
“tailors” in the above phrase is a cor- 
ruption of the word “tellers,” or strokes 
tolled at the end of a knell. 

Immediately on the death of a person 
a knell is tolled, the idea having origin: 
ally been, as previously observed, to 
keep off hostile spirits from’ the now 
departing one, 

In some places the departure of an 
adult was announced by nine stiokes in 
succession; six were rung for a wo- 
man; three for a child. Hence it camy 
to be said by those listening for the an- 
nouncement, ‘Nine tellers make a 
man.” As this custom became less 
general, and the illusion less generally 
understood, there was an easy transi- 
tion from the word ‘‘tellers’ to the more 
familiar one “‘tailors,” At the present 
day at Wimbledon it is still the custom 
to toll nine times for a man. 

That inveterate joker, Curran, took 
advantage of this popular saying to 
poke some fun in a good-natured way at 
his’ host on the occasion of his being 
entertained at dinnor by eighteen of the 
Guild of Tailors. Curran, on loaying, 
rose and said, “'Gentlemen, I wish you 
both good evening.”

the fact that elephants’ tusks have any 
commercial value, They hunt the animal 
with their poisoned arrows and spears, bu 

seek nothing butite flesh. Soine of these 
hunters fashion small tusks into war trum- 
pets, but most of them leave theivory with 
the bones, Only a few years ago not one 
Upper Congo elephant hunter in a hundred 
attached any value whatever to the tusks, 


and most of the dwarfs, who are the best 
native hunters, have no idea that ivory is 
worth lifting from the ground, Then, of 
course, manyof the animais die a natural 
death, their flesh ia devoured by wild beasts, 
and their bones and tusks lie where the 
elephant breathed his last, 

ke Englishman wishes to know what 
has become of all these millions of dollars 
worth of dead ivory. Has any considerable 
part of it been recovered ond taken to the 
European markets, or does 1t deteriorate 
and disappear on the ground where itis 
left? He recalls the fact that some of the 
Mammoth ivory, buried for many centur- 
ies in the tundras of Siberia, has been 
found in good condition, and he wonders if 
the countless tusks that have dropped to 
the earth in Africa have been lost to com: 
merce, It is not difficult to answer these 
questions, for scores of explorers have 
given them some attention. Comparatively 
little of this dead ivory ever has been taken 
to market or ever will be, A great many 
of the elephants that meet their death 
naturally or are the prey of wild beasts, 
or of natives who care nothing for the 
tusks, leave their bones and ivory in that 
wide, tropical belt of prolific vegetation 
where the grass grows from four to six 
feet high. Every year in May and June 
this tall grass becomes dry and yellow, 
and in the two succeeding months the 
natives kindle those great fires that blaze 
all over tropical Africa, It is easy, with 
intense heat, to destroy every quality that 
gives value to ivory, One such fire half 
calcines the thickest tusk, and the next 
year’s blaze completes the work of des- 
truction, 

Often the animal falls into a region 
which in the rainy season is turned into a 
awamp, ‘The heavier part of the tusks, 
detached from the skull, sinks into the 
mud and is completely embedded in the 
soil, leaving a foot or two of the ends in 
the air, ‘These are destroyed by the suc- 
ceeding fires, and on many occasions the 
underground portions have been dug up in 
fairly good condition, They have been 
brought to light by the hoes of the native 
womeu while preparing fresh ground for 
their gardens, he sagacious lion often 
waits for hia prey at places on the banks of 
streams where elephants resort for water ; 
and after wild pasate have picked the 
bones clean, the head and tusks sometimes 
slip down into the stream and are lost to 
view. This, at least, is the only explan 
ation that has been offered for tho fact 
that in regions where ivory has had no 
commercial value, the skeletons of ele- 
phants without the heads and tusks have 
been found on river banks. Thousands of 
elephants wander, also, in damp and 
gloomy forests where grass fires never 
penetrate, and the soil is apongy with 
moisture and decaying vegetation. When 
the animal meets his fate in these hot and 
steaming regions, falling leaves soon spread 
a thick cover over his bones and hasten its 
decay, There isno doubt that the tusks 
are long preserved in good condition, but

NEWS OF THE Day. 
The Now York Senats passed a bill for 

extending the timo for the completion of 

the New York Oanadian Pacific Railway. 

Tho freshet in tho River Maitlaod, ot 
Gorrie, awept away Dane's dam and Ham- 
mond Bros’, saw mill, carrying away o 
quantity of timber, 

Mra, H, A. Davis obtained a vordict at 
Hamilton for $5,000 damages against Bracey 
Broa, & Co, for the loss of her husband, who 
was killod while thawing out dynamite. 

Tho docisiun of the Supreme Court of tho 
United States declared those portions of the 
income tax law unconstitutional which im- 
poses a tax on rentals and on State and 
municipal bonda, 

Rev. George Munroe, prosident of the 
Hamilton Ministerial Association, preached 


a sermon last Sunday in favor of Sunday 
atreet cara, and said he believed they had 
come to etay, He anid he considered the 
protest ofthe Lord’s Day Alliance was on 
the wrong track, 

The Chitral expedition succeeded in carry- 
ing the fords of the Swat Rriver on Satur- 
day. The second brigade forced the pasu- 
age, doing excellent work with their battery 
and Maxim guns. The Bongal Lancers, 
after fording charged the enemy, who broke 
intoarun, They were pursued for miles by 
the Lancers, who killed hundreds of them. 

Mr, Justice Killam gave judgement at 
Winnipeg on Monday iu the matter of a by- 
law passed by the Municipality of Louise 
prohibiting the sale of intoxicating liquors. 
The Judge held that the by-law was illegal, 
and an order was made that it be quashed 
without costs. This is in accordance with 
4 recent decision of the Supreme Court, and 
some ten municipalities in Manitoba are 
affected. 

Rev. I, J. Lansing accused President 
Cleveland of immoderate drinking in an 
address at the New England Conference at 
Salem, Masa., recently, Mr. Cleveland 
tock the matter up and pitched into the 
clergyman as a ecandal-monger, and several 
of the President's political opponents repu- 
diate the reverend gentleman's statements, 
Mr. Lansing has withdrawn his offensive 
charges with apologies and regrets.

FREEZING OUT THE BRITISH 
FARMER, 

The Department of Trade and Commerce 
has received from Mr. Sonton, commercial 
agent of the Dominion at Christiana, a very 
interesting account of the new enterpriso of 
shipping trozon milk to England, which has 
just called forth a wail of distreas from the 
Mark Lane Bxpress that the British farmer's 
last resource, the milk trade, is being taken 
from him. Mr. Sonton #ays that about o 
year go a gentleman, having a farm about 
three miles from Gothenburg, tried the 
experiment of sending o small quantity of 
frozen milk to England, and it proved #0 
successful that he extended the process, 
formed ao company with ao large capital, 
transformed a creamory into a freezer and 
factory for preparing the milk, and has now 
made arrangements for tuking milk all the 
year round from farmers in hia neighborhood 
in such quantities as will ensure the company 
delivering fifty tons a weok of frozen milk to 
Manchester, Birmingham, Nowoastle, Loeds, 
Hull and London, It is also proposed to 
entablish freezora in Ireland, The process, 

described by Mr. Sonton, consista of 
scalding the fresh milk, thon freezing it by 
chomical process, About five hundred 
pounds of tho frozen milk are placed io a 
barrel made of white pine and five hundred 
pounds more of unfrozen milk added, The 
barrel is filled very full so that there may be 
no churnings to transit, and the milk, it is 
ewid, will keep sweet and good for a month,

The blossom is of alabaster whiteness, 
much like the old-style English pulpit. 
This, of itself, is strikingly curious, but 
it fades into insignificance when one looks 
{nto the centre of that strange blossom, 
fcr there, nestling in its very heart, is the 
perfect image of a doye. It requires no 
imagination to see it. No’one could mis- 
take it for anything else, for no human 
skill could fashion its shape more perfect- 
ly, no artist could adorn it with more 
delicate tints, and no perfumer could en- 
dow it with a more delicate fragrance. 

Right in the cup of the blossom, with 
the snow-white canopy about it, rests 
this wondrous image, its delicately mold- 
ed wings drooping, half extended at its 
side, its gold-tinted head bent slightly 
forward, and its tiny, crimson-tipped bill 
almost touching its snowy breast. 

And just as the figure of the dove itself 
is there, beyond dispute, so does an ex- 
pre n peryade the image, an expression 
that evon the most careless cannot fail to 
notice, the very incarnation of humility 
and spiritual purity. 

It is not in the least to be wondered at 
that the carly Spanish Catholics, 
brought up'in ignorant superstition and 
ever on the watch for miraculous manifes- 
tations, should have paused, awo-struck, 
before this strange dweller of the forests 
and bowed down before it, reyerently call- 
ing it the ‘Flor dei Espiritu Santo,’’ or 
Flower of the Holy Ghost. No wonder, 
either, that the still more superstitious 

| Indians should haye knelt before it, 
deeming even the ground whereon it grew 
and the air it perfumed as holy things. 

So deeply was this feeling implanted in 
the hearts of the Indians, and so carefully 
was it handed down from generation to 
generation, that it has only been within a 
comparatively few years that collectors 
haye been able to trace the precious bulbs 
to their native haunts.—Philadelphia 
Times.

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MOHAWKS OF THE BAY OF QUINTE 


The following is Indian Agent Egar'a 
report to the Superintendent General of 
Indian affairs as found in the Blue book :— 

Sir,—I beg to submit my annual report 
in duplicate and tabular statement on the 
Bay of Quinte Reserve for the year ended 
30th June. 1894, 

The {ndiana under my agenoy have done 
very well io their farming operations, The 
crops are very good this year, being above 
the average. Provisions and fodder will be 
in abundance, A great deal has been done 
in the way of improvements to houses, baroe 
and fences. Chief Solomon Loft has taken 
a great deal of intorest in the improving of 
the roade and already they show the good 
work done, A. great many of our Indians 
find work among tho farmers ip the county 
of Prince Edward and have learned to be 
good agriculturiste, A marked improve- 
mont has taken place in tha sobriety of the 
band. A number of our Indians continue to 
devote their attention to gardening, the 
town of Deseronto consuming all they offer ; 
many findemployment in the works of the 
Rathbun Company. There is a good brass 
band upon the Korerve, for which Dr, Oron- 
hyatebha is to be thanked, asho secured the 
jostrumente for the boys, In the springo 
ditch ninety roda long was dug, redeem: PR 
about four hundred acres of land, Chie’ 
Sampson Groen does mission work ns assist- 
ant to the missionary av the mission school, 
whore the service is hold in the Iodian 
tongue, and is very highly appreciated by 
the Indian peuple, Three of tho chiofe 
visited the Rainy River for the purpose of 
scouring ton thousand acres of wild lande to 
offer homes for the young men; the matter 
of purchase is now before the department, 
All the schools have been kept open during 
the year and have been woll attended, There 
are services in both’ churches each Sunday, 
which are wollattended, During tho spring 
all the children wore vaccinated, Tho sani. 
tary condition of tho reserve js excellent,

QUEER KIND OF AN ORANGE IMPORT- 
ED FROM JAPAN, 


It Is Suid to Bear a Remarkably Close 


Resemblance to the Human Hand—Con- 
sidoring the Sixo of the Tree the Fruit Is 


Vory Large. 


Tho fivo-fingered orango is a queor 
thing. It grows exactly in the shape of 
o& human hand, witha thumb and four 
fingers. It isa half-open hand, that of 
this curious fruit, and tho close resemb- 
lance to a lean, long-nailed Chinese hand 


is startling, Hyon tho nails are identical, 
hard pointed, and claw-like, tipping the 
offtnge fingers with a length equal in 
some cases to three inches, It is no in- 
torloper in a well-regulated family of 
oranges, but a regular momber, belonging 
to the osago varioty. It has oa family 
name and a Christian name of its own, 
but its pet name ts ‘five fingered orango,’’ 
and nobody but the botanist cares to call 
it by the long one which moans the same 
thing. 

A gontloman of San Francisco found 
the odd plant a year or two ago over in 
Japan. He thought he had discovered a 
sort of missing link, so he bought it and 
brought it homo to put into the conserva- 
tory among his choicest plants, where he 
guards it as the apple of his eye. Not a 
seale bug or other ravaging insect has a 
chance to live on its leaves, for ho had a 
special bath tub built for its uso, with a 
sheet-iron chimney in the centro, in 
which he places it periodically, puts a 
cover oyer the whole thing, and gives it 
a Turkish bath treatment of sulphur and 
other fumvs such as would make even the 
sturdiest scale bug turn up its toes It 
is a hardy shrub, the outdoor life of San 
Francisco agreeing with its health excel- 
lently well, although its owner is so 
choice of it that he doesn’t give it a 
chance to sleep out very often. In its 
native country it is usually kept potted, 
ond the Japanese seem to be fully alive 
to its value as an ornamental curiosity, 
for Mr. Gonzales found it a difficult mat- 
ter to get one to bring to America, and so 
far nobody else ever did get one. 

The orange tree is a ragged little shrub 
that does not ayerage moro than five or 
six feet, in height. It does not grow 
straight, as a properly behayed treo is 
supposed to do, but is curyed everywhere. 
It would be very difficult to find two con- 
secutive inches in the entire tree whose 
line of direction is the same. Hyen the 
branches grow in spiral forms, so that the 
width of the tree is often as great as the 
height. There is a generous supply of 
thorns hidden under the leayes, and they 
are thorns that mean business. They ‘hre 
slender, tough and long, and are located 
in all sorts of unexpected places. The 
leaves are fleshy, long and narrow and of 
a dark green color. They resemble a 
lemon leaf more than an orange leaf. In- 
deed, in both this instance and in the 
color of the ripened fruit, this singular 
plant seems to claim a very close cousin- 
ship to the large lemon family. The

color they haye a delicate, pinkish tint 
which is yery beautiful. They commonly 
grow in clusters of two or three blossoms 
on alternate nodes of the branch. 

The fruit itself is of a light-yellow col- 
or, a pure lemon hue, growing greenish 
toward the stem. The size is immense, 
considered relatively to other oranges o1 
to the size of the tree, the large stones 
measuring when mature fully ten inches 


from the wrist to the point of the middle | 


finger, including the nail. It is always 
necessary to furnish a support in the way 
of props and strings to sustain the growing 
fruit, or the limb will be broken by the 
weight. The fingers of the orange divide 
at about half the distance from fhe wrist, 
and, though the division lines can be 
plainly seen throughout the entire length 
of the hand, they do not destroy its con- 
tour. The proportional length of the 
fingers from the thumb to the little finger 
is perfect, corresponding exactly with that 
of a human hand. The fruit is not edible 
—none of the osage variety is—but what 
it lacks in being unable to tickle the pal- 
ate it more than makes good in perfume. 
The strangest thing connected with the 
perfume is that it is the fruit and not the 
flower that is most odorous. The fruit 
when ripe is so redolent that its scent can 
be recognized a full mile from where the 
orange is growing.

HOW FAR AWAY ARE THE STARS? 


The Nearest Star Th far Discovered is 
Tmonty Trillions of Miles Away, 

Of thd hundred million or moro stars 
which are visible with Astronomical in- 
struments, tho distances from the carth 
of only a very fow have been moasured 
with oven an approximation to accuracy. 
Most of tho stars appear to be so far away 
that the change in thelr 
caused by viewing them from opposite 
sides of the carth’s orbit—and that orbit 
is about ono hundredand olghty-six million 
milos across—is so slight that it eses 
cortain detection Only about fifty stars 
have thus ylolded definite results in the 
attompt to measure thoir distances, and 
evon thoso results are too often exccod- 
ingly conflicting and uncertain

Tho nearest star thus far discovered is | 


ono of tho first magnitude, not visible 
from the United States or Kurope, It is 
tho star called Alpha, in the constellation 
of tho Centaur, in the southern hemis- 
phore of the heavens. ‘Tho distance of 
this star appears to be Something like 
twenty trillions of miles, or about. two 
hundred and fifteon thousand times as 
great as the distance of the sun from the 
carth, 

The next nearost star, as far as known, 
is a little sixth-magnitude twinkler, 
barely visible to the naked eyo, in the 
constellation of Cygnus, popularly called 
the Northern Cross. The distanco of this 
Star, which fs known to astronomers as 61 
Cygni, ts variously estimated at from 
forty to sixty trilllon miles, or two or 
threo times that of the bright star in tho 
Contaur, 

The brightness of the stars, as we sce 
them, is, then, no measure of thelr com- 
parative distance. A very bright star may 
be much more distant phan a very faint 
one, tho difference in’ brilliance being 
due to the greater magnitude of tho more 
distant star. Sirius, or the Dog Star, 
for instance, which scintillates so splen- 
didly in the winter sky, is more distant 
than the little star 61 Cygni, tho latter 
being in fact a very much smaller sun 
than ours, whilo Sirius is a far larger 
one, 

It thus appears that while the efforts to 
measure the distances of the stars haye 
not been very successful, yet they haye 
resulted in giving us a wonderful insight 
into the arrangemont of the universe of 
suns in the midst of which we dwell. 
They have proved that large stars and 
small stars are scattered through space at 
various distances from one another and 
from us; that the dimensions of tho blaz- 
ing bodies which we call stars, or suns, 
yary to an enormous extent; and that our 
own sun, great, glorious, and overpower- 


ing as it seems to us, really belongs to a | 


quite inferior rank. 5 

But it is possible that before many years 
our knowledge of the distances of the stars 
may be greatly extended. Spectroscopic 
investigation in the case of binary stars, 
as those are called which circle in pairs 
around their common centre of gravity, 
is beginning to help usta little in this 
direction. Recently, for instance, Mr. G. 
W. Colles, jr., has calculated, from the 
results of such investigation, the mean 
distance of ninoty-five stars situated in 
the northern hemisphere of the heayens, 
and he finds it equal to the distance which 
light would trayel in about one hundred 
and fifty years. That distance is not less 
than eight hundred and seyenty trillion 
miles, or more than forty-three times as 
great as the distance of the nearest known 
star, Alpha Centauri. Yet enormous as 
such distance is, if is nearly certain that 
the ayerage distance of ail the stars com- 
posing the visible universe is still greater. 
And here and there the starry heayens, 
even in their richest regions, present black 
and apparently empty spaces through 
which we seem to look out from the 
bounds of the universe into fathomless 
depths beyond. But is there any thought- 
ful mind which can ayoid asking itself 
the question, ‘‘What lies beyond? When 
we come to the outermost star of the uni- 
verse, what then?’ That is a question 
which even astronomy, with all its mar- 
yellous wealth of discovery and achieve- 
ment, cannot answer—at least not yet.— 
Youth’s Companion.

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PEOPLE'S BANKS IN GERMANY 


They aro Successful and seem to Have 
Solved n DiMicult Problom, 

A short papor in tho current issue of the 

North Amorican Roviow calls attention to 


ap coonomio fact full of interest, the auo- 


cessful working of ** people's banks” in the 
German Empire, This oredit organization 
is nov to be confused in any way with 
pawnbrokerago, whether the latter be 
onrried outin the thoory of Shylock or of 
the philanthropist, Yot the pledging of 
poravnal property is not altogether excluded 
from the sphere of its operations. Tho 
modus operandi of these banka is copied 
largely from the exporience of other banks ; 
it is simple, it seems to have been succens- 
ful, und to have solved a difficult problem. 

The system was organized by one Horr 
Schulze,at Delitzach, in Saxony, about forty 
years ago. A few workingmen paid up a 
small capital in weekly inatallments,and on 


the basis of money paid in they obtained 
loans from the fare on security. The 
bank thus became an investment and an 
instrumontof oredit, These ‘*volksa banken,” 
when their methods became fully known, 
sprang up widely throughout Germany. 
There are now about 2,000 of them, with a 
membership of over 1,500,000, a capital of 
$10,000,000 and an annual business of 8500, 
000,000, A similar principle has been pvt 
to use in loan associations for house-building 
purposes, and has met with notoble success 
in the United States and England, With 
the German example as a guide, there is no 
reason why ‘‘people’s banks” should not be 
founded here and accomplish an equally 
beneficent purpose, 

Herr Schuize’s plan contemplates the 
loaning of small sums at alow interest; also 
that of helping tradespeople with a little 
money to carry on their business. So the 
poor are enabled to tide themselves over a 
tight pinch, or to extend their business in 
umble way. The slavery of men inneed 
to the private pawnbroker is broken when 
these banks exist, too, as they do not dis- 
dain to make small advances on personal 
pledges, though such is not their chief 
object, The principle of organization ie an 
elastio one, and can be embodied on a small 
or a large scale. The scope of the ‘‘volke 
banken” in Germany does not confine itself 
to loaning money. It has branched into 
other departments, such as the manufac. 
turing and selling of goods on joint account, 
the building of dwellings for working peo- 
ple, and the farming and cultivation of land, 
But these are only developments, and are 
not essential to the primitive purpose, that 
of loaning small sums of money at low rates 
of interest.

SPEED OF WILD DUCKS AND GEESE, 

THE DUCKS MADE SIXTY-SIX AND TWO-THIRDS 
MILES AN HOUR, AND OUTVLY THE GEESE, 


Of allthe migratory birds the American 


wild pigeon and black duck are well up 
towards the front as regards long and rapid 
flight. The speed of the pigeons can only 
be estimated, whilo that of the ducks can be 
established by observation. Some years 
ago the writer and a ecientific friend 
measured off on the shore of a large western 
river a line exactly three miles long, and 
each took a station at opposite ends of the 
line, The object was to note, by moans of 
Ppreconcerted signals, the time a flock of 
wild ducks took in passing up or down the 
river, near the stations, 

Duriog three hours on the morning of a 
bright Ovtobor day, observations were noted 
of the times of passing the stations of nine 
different flocka, Upon comparing watches 
it was found that the average time was two 
minutes and forty-two seconds, thus showing 
the speed per hour to be sixty-six and two- 
thirds miles, or one milo in fifty-four 
seconds, As showing how uniform was 
theie flight a differenco was found of only 
five seconds between tho greatest and the 
least intervals of time, 

Aw numerous flocks of wild geese wero 
daily flyiog in tho same neighborhood ob- 
servations wero also taken to toot their 
hourly speed, Two points twenty-nine and 


one'third miles apart were selected, both of | 


which were connected by telegraph, We 
succeeded in identifylog four out of the 
seven flocks which passed over both placos 
during the four days we wore on the watch, 
The mean hourly speed was found to be a 
fraction over fifty-four miles. The wild 
goose has bsen long supposed to be the 
awiftost of ult water fowl), but this expori- 
mont shows that he ia far behind the wild 
dack.— New York Word,

The Imposing Coremony That Napoleon 
Ordeved for Hip Son. 

The month of June in the year 1811 
seemed the crowning point of oll the 
magnificence of the first empire. It was 
a month of display—one continued fete— 
in honor of the little king's baptism. 

Philip had been one of the retinue that 
had escorted the imperial family from St. 
Cloud to the Tuileries on the afternoon 
of the 6th of June. With the other pages 
he had hung upon the backboard of the 
imperial coach ns on tho next day—Sun- 
day, the 7th of Junce—it was driven — 
through 4 living lane of glittering helm- 
ets and nodding plumes, where a double 
row of the troops of the line and of tho 
imperial guard stretched from the palace 
of the Tuileries to the Catherdal of Notro 
Dame.

BICYCLING UP A HILL, 


In the first place, for general riding it is 
rafe to may that one should nover try* to 
kcop the same speed in going up o hill that 
he has boen setting himself on a level road, 
Yet this is the natural tendency of allriders, 
The bicycle should be allowed to slow down, 
and the preseuro on each pedal should be 
made the moment that it turns beyond the 
highest point of its arc. The push should 
be strong for a moment, and ehould then be 
withdrawn before pedal had turned so far 
down that the pressure on it is partially 
wasted. Iu other words, the principle is 
the eame ag in rowing, where the stroke 
should be made most powerful at the 
moment when the oar is at right angles 
with the body, and therefore io the position 
whore the oarainan’s etrength counts for the 
most. Ifthe bicycle is allowed™to run 
slowly, and thia pressure is alternately made 
op one pedal and then on the other you 
will fiad it moyes along slowly, to be sure, 
but steadily, ond that you are at the top of 
the hill befrore you realize it, and without 
having even quickened your pulse to any 
greatextent, A very steep hill may, of 
course, be made somowhat easier by taking 
it diagonslly across from one side to the 
other if the road is wide and smooth enough 
—that is, by zigzsgiog up the hill. 

BUTLER MADE FROM WHEY, 

Irnaca, N. \ , April 12,—An interesting 
bulletin, just issued by Cornell Univorsity 
Agricultural Experimental station, describes 
a new process of making butter from whey, 

In tho process of cheese-making a small 
percentage of fat eecapes in the whey. The 
Cornell expert were lead: to believe that 
thia fat could bo utilized in the form of 
commercial batter, ‘Accordingly, January 
18, 1895," the bulletin says, ‘‘we began to 
run the whey from the cheese-making 
regularly through the separators, and we 
have been successful in sccuring o lorge 
portion of the fat iu tho whey in the form of 
commercial, butter” of good quality. ‘bis 
acarcely, if.any, inferior to'that made from 
cream xeparated from who'e milk, and it has 
been sold in the ftmarket- with our best 
butter.” Full details of the experimente 
and their results are given in the bulletin. 
Good judgea who haye seen tho two kinds 
of butter side by side have been in some 
cages unable to detect which waa.made 
from whey and whichfrom cream, In other 
cases, slight inferiority in texture and flavor 
have been noticed in the whey butter. 
That it ia possible to make butter of good 
commercial quality by the use of this method 
fa claimed to have been cloarly demonetra- 
ted.

THE SNOW: 


How to Want Birds and Rabbits In 


: the Winter Without Powder and Shot 


—Jay Birds In the Snow Blinded 


Crows—Snaring Br'or Rabbit. 


“When I was a boy,” romarked Uncle 
Tack, who found Peter sulking by the 
sitting room window becauso his father 
had forbidden him to borrow Micheal’s, 
the stableman, gun, “I lived in the 
country too, and used to bag all the 
game I wanted in snares and traps of 
my own making.” 

Peter only grunted. 

“Yes,” continued his cheorfal young 
uncle, “and I'd yenture to say I could 
start out to-day, set a few good traps 
under the trees and along the edge of 
the woodlands and catch more rabbits 
and birds in twenty-four hours than 
Michael can shoot ina week with that 
old blunderbuss of his.” 

“And all this snow on the ground; bet

you wouldn't,” said discouraged Peter, 
who was growing interested in spite of 
himself, 

“Why this is the perfect trapping 
season,” insisted Mr, Jack Bowles, 
“with four or five inches of well packed 
snow over everything, nobody but a few 
squirrels and chipmunks know where 
they will get their next square meal, 
and the majority of these snow-bound 
animals will venture into the most sus 
picious looking nooks for the sake of a 
fewcrumbs ora bitof meat. Did you 
never try catching crows and jaybirds 
in snow pits? They are about the sim- 
plest snares I know of and the easiest 
made,” 

Peter confessed he felt some curiosity 
on the question, and his uncle explained 
that with his thumb he must break 
through that part of the snow on which 
a crisp crust has formed,making a neat, 
round little hole not more than oneinch 
and a quarter deep, Into this sprinkle 
a few grains of wheat and await devel- 
opments. If two or three of these holes 
are made near, or under a tree in which 
jays collect to scold and quarrel during 
the afternoon, they will be sure to spy 
out the little feast, and some of them 
will feast and some one of them will 
stickinan inquisitive blue head. All 
goes well until he attempts to draw 
back when his proud top knot catches 
like the barb of a fish hook and the bird 
“is held as firmly as if you had him in 
your hand, 

“Now for the crow a simple sheet of 
white commercial note paper will do. 
Roll and paste this in the form of a cone 
with an opening at the top measuring at 
least threo inches across, All along the 
inside edge of this opening smear a little 
bird lime; and this'you can buy already 
prepared at any bird shop, or fill its 
place by boiling down some linseed oil 
until it is very thick and sticky. Press 
the paper cone up to its very edge in the 
snow and drop a few well cracked grains 
of corn into the bottom, When the 
crow thrusts his headin for one lIusci 
ous mouthful his disgust and surprise 
are unbounded as he finds he cannot 
withdraw it, for the paste on the cone 
holds him as securely as the jaybird’s 
top knot, and only human hands can 
give him relief. 

“Another favorite trick of mine was 
catchiag birds with an owl, an old 
stuffed fellow I possessed and would 
fasten on the limb of a tree, smearing 
the branches about him with home-made 
birdlime, As perhaps you know, it is 
only during the day. when he is stupid 
with sleep and blinded by light, that the 
smaller birds have no fear of an owl 
and if they find one recklessly wandered 
foyth from his knot hole retreat, or dis 
cover his daylight hiding place, they 
will gather and punish him soundly for 
his midnight depredations. My dummy 
owl never failed to attract a congrega- 
tion of birds and when once settled on 
the branches they stuck there until I 
caine to pluck them off, 

“However, I always preferred to 
catch birds in snares or coop. traps that 
I made for myself. “An ordinary’ coop 
trap set with the figuré four triggers 
and a little meal answers for the small 
hedge birds and famished little fellows 
that hop about on the lawn. For «quail 
wire snares are*the luckiest and most

three feet high and from which you 
must lop all its branche Now cutin 


the upright stick, just whore tho sket« h 
Tam making shows a square notch into 
which will fit the long pointed bait 
stick, that hasan angle notch at one end 
to correspond with an angle notch in 
thetopof tho upricht stick. Putting 
the baitand upright stick together fit 
into their notches a third bit of stick 
called the catch piece and then, tying a 
bit of twine to the top of the sapling 
bond it over until it leans in tho form of 
an arc and the other end of the twine 
can be fastened to the catch piece. 
“From the same sort of wire as that 
used in the quail snare make a running 
noose to hang over the bait end of the 
long stick and attach this to the twine 
that holds the ling, Cut what re- 
mains of the shingles instrips and drive 
these into the ground around the trap, 
in the form of apen, on threo sticks, 
and so force master rabbit to take the 
first nip at the bait only by poking his 
head through that wire noose.

Sucha trap is best up at 
the edge of a woodland or where “the 
long meadow grass is high above the 
snow, Here the quail row back and 
forth in search of food and sometimes a 
hurrying rabbit will come to grief in 
the wire net work.

Hlome-Made Foot-Scrapers. 

Of the many devices that aid the 
housewife on the farm in keeping the 
rooms clean, none bear a more impor- 
tant relation to neatness and sanitation 
than the humble foot-scraper by the 
kitchen door. It invites the men folks 
to clean their feet and reminds them 
that the door-mat will aid without an 
objection in keeping hall or living room 
floor free from the offensive mud of poor 
walks and the more offensive filth of the 
stable. 

Very neat and artistic patterns of 
scrapers are for sale at the hardware 
stores, but they are usually too frail for

cleaning the heavy boots required on 
the farm, and if placed on theporch are 
soon broken and thrown away. 

Any farmer who has the kit of mech- 
anic’s tools required on eyery farm can 
profitably spend a rainy day in making 
one of the patterns of foot scrapers here 
described. No. 1, as shownin the en- 
graving, is made of a piece of two-inch 
barrel hoop 12 or. 14 inches. long, in- 
serted in a base made of a piece of 2x4 
scantling about four inches longer than 
the iron. Dress out the scantling with 
hatchet and plane, saw off the ends to 
the same level, and with a saw make 
the slot in which the niece of hoop iron 
is firmly driven. Fasten to step or porch 
with nails or screws. 

Fig 2shows a scraper made of any 
piece of thin iron or steel, and can be 
easily fashioned from the blade of an 
old spade or shovel. This could be made 
with cold chisel and punch if wrought 
iron be used, or constructed more easily 
atthe forge. Fig 3 shows a form that 
not even the roughest hired man with 
his No, ten brogans can break, ‘This is 
made from a couple of old axes that 
have seen their best days, and while they 
can no longer cut they can keep two 
eyes ready for a scrape. The axes are 
set in a mortise cut in a 8x4 inch block 
which is securely fastened to the step.— 
American Agriculturist.

Ono of the healthiest vogetables, if not 
the healthiest, grown Is the onion; yet, 
strange to say, but few peoplo uso it as 
liberally as they should. Boiled onions 


used frequontly in a family of children 


will ward off many of tho diseases to 
Which tho little ones are subject. Tho 
principal objection to the promiscuous use 
of this vegetable is that the odor oxhaled 
tor cating is so offensive... A cup of 
strong coffee taken immediately after 
eating Is clatmed to be excellent in coun- 
toracting this effect Although for a day 


or so after cating onions the breath may

have a disagreeable odor, yet after this 
time it will bo much sweeter than before. 

Por croup onion poulticos are used with 
success, providing the child is kept ont of 
draughts and o sudden chill avoided, The 
poultices are made by warming the onions 
in oose oll until soft, then putting thom 
on tho child's fect and chest as hot as they 
can be borne. Excopt in vy obstinate 
eases, When taken in time, the croup 
readily ylolds to onions. his, although 
an old-fashioned remedy, is a good one, 
“3 any mother who has brought up a 
family of children can attest. 

Onions are excellont blood purifiers, and 
for eradicating boils or any of the blood 
humors are very efficacious, They are good 
for tho complexion, and a friend who has 
a wonderfully clear, fine complexion, at- 
tributes it to the Hberal uso of onions as a 
food. 

People suffering from nervous troubles 
are much benefited by using these yego- 
tables frequently, cither cooked or raw. 
When troubled with a hard cough if a raw 
onion is eaten the phlegm will loosen al- 
most immediately and can be removed 
with vory little offort. Those troubled 
with wakefulness may insure a good 
night's rest often if, just before retiring, 
they cat o raw onion. 

There are few aches to which children 
aro subjoct as hard to bear and as painful 
as carache. One of the best remedies we 
know is to take out the heart of an onion 
(a red onion is the bost if it can be had, 
although, lacking this kind, any other 
can be used) and roast it. When soft put 
it into the affected car as hot as it can be 
borne. Unless the cause is deeper than 
ordinarily the pain will cease ina very 
short time and will not return. 

A cough syrup in which onions form 
an important part is made by taking one 
cup of vinogar, one cup of treacle and 
one-half cup of cut-up onions. Put on 
the stove and simmer about half an hour, 
or until the onions are soft. Then remove 
and strain. Take a teaspoonful of this 
frequently when troubled with a cough, 
and unless very deep seated the cough 
will not last long. 


White Stockings and Black, 

Vifty years ago the female domestic 
servant could rarely afford to wear, save 
on high days or holidays, a pair of white 
stockings; she cither knitted eoarse ribbed 
blue worsted stockings for herself, or she 
bought black stockings. Those sable hose, 
freqently with an oriflce in one hoel, 
were tho distinguishing badge of the 
lodging-house ‘‘slavey;’’ but about 
twenty years ago aremarkable sumptuary 
change came over the upper and lower 
sections of English female society. White 
stockings, save for balls, were suddenly 
repudiated, and black silk hose for ladies 
and children became the almost universal 
wear, The French are extremely fond of 
asserting that they set the fashions to the 
world at large.

“T was some twenty or thirty feot away, 
keoping perfectly quiet, and ho did not 
appear to notice me at all.

AERONAUT HAZEN'S DARING VOYAGE 
IN HIS STEEL AIRSHIP: 


Dr. Borson's Recent Trip—He Ascends 
Over Vive Miles and a Malf, but Says 
Hazen Will Do Much Hetter—Highest 


Altitude Vot Achloved is 11,270 Metres+

Henry A. Hazen, ‘the American ser 
and scientist, proposes to make a record 
breaking ten-mile trip above the earth in 
ht stool car, fitted with parachute 


an al 
and steering-gear, that will permit of Its 
uso asa boat, if need be. The ascension 


will bo made at some point® out west. 
Motoorological oxperts and all persons 
who aro interested in ballooning will 
watch this noyel experiment with lively 


hope. 

Tho Kaiser himself takes‘a lively interest 
in tho trip, because ono of the results 
foreshadowed is the solution of the moot- 
ed problom of the direction of the air cur- 
rents. ‘This has special military import- 
ance, affecting, as it does, another prob- 
lem agitating military strategists, viz. : 
Will the dynamite and the destructive 
chemical-bearing airship ever be a reality 
of the war of the future? 

Hazen will substitute for the ordinary 
open basket a cabin furnished with pure 
oxygen, and with apparatus for producing 
either heat or cold in an emergency. It 
will haye, in addition, arrangements for 
gonerating and passing upward through 
direct tube connections any amount of 
gas to roplace the gas in the balloon. 
These novelties, therefore, will do away 
with somo of the greatest difficulties 
acronauts haye heretofore encountered. 

Dr. A. Berson, who in his old-fashioned 
balloon Phoenix (old-fashioned in com-

parison with Hazen’s projected airship) 
ascended to a height of 9,150 motres, or 6.6 
miles, on Dec, 4 of last year, and who is 
about to publish his experiences of that 
extraordinary trip, points out that the 
chances of the Hazen party's gathering 
exact meteorological data will be very 
favorable. 

“The American scientists,’’ he said, 
“expect to rise about five miles higher 
than the highest point ever reached by 
man, and, what is more important, the 
construction of their airship will permit 
them to do so with all their mental and 
physical capacities in good working order, 
backed up by the finest and most adyanc- 
ed scientific instruments ever used.’’ 

In his forthcoming report Dr. Berson 
will record the following achievements of 
his trip into the clouds: Height reached 
6 miles. Discovery of abnormally cold 
temperature at this height. Want of in- 
solation or exposure te the rays of the sun 
at the greatest height. (Berson experi- 
enced quite the reverse during his ascen- 
sion in May, 1894.) The encountering of 
humidity above five miles, and the preva- 
lence of vapors at a height of six miles 
and a quarter. 

When Berson started there was no wind 
at all. He made the ascent in five hours 
and seventeen minutes. He started at 
10.28 o'clock, a.m. Hazen intends to cut 
loose his balloon at early daybreak in 
order to afford sufficient timo for a long, 
eventful exploration. 

At the last moment the aeronaut decid- 
ed not to take along an eighty-pound an- 
chor. At the height of a mile the ther- 
mometer showed five degrees. After an 
hour,at the height of three and one-quar- 
ter miles, the temperature fell to eighteen 
degrees; the air was very dry. 

When Berson at the height! of two and 
one-half miles handled one of the heavy 
sand sacks, his heart began to beat and 
ache violently, At 11.49 o’clock the height 
of three and three-quarter miles had been 
reached; the thermometer showed 25.5 de- 
grees. His heart then was beating vio- 
lently, but not so violently as before; 
his senses were slightly benumbed. After 
12 o'clock he began to take pure oxygen; 
the temperature then was 29 degrees; 
height four miles and a quarter. Con- 
siderably revived by the oxygen, Berson 
began to throw out sack after sack. At 
12.25 he had reached five miles; the tem- 
perature was 39 degrees. 

While continuing artificial respiration 
he felt fully capable of performing the 
work before him. Only once he caught 
himself napping, and began railing 
against his own forgetfulness. As he 
uttered the words his yoice sounded hol- 
low. Berson could see nothing of the 
earth, which was completely hidden by 
clouds. He wore heavy furs, but tremb- 
led with the cold so that he had to hold 
on to the basket. ‘‘When I reached the 
height of five miles and ao quarter,’’ said 
Berson, ‘‘I thought with horror of the two 
French acronauts who died after accom- 
plishing so much, at the height of 8,500 
metres, or flye miles and a third; I re- 
membered the fate of Glaisher, who, in 
1862, read these flgures on the instrument, 
only to swoon away a second later; Gla- 
isher’s assistant thereupon arrested the 
further progress of the balloon, being 
fearful of risking his and his employers’ 
lives. 

‘At the height of five and two-thirds 
miles the temperature then registered 42 


degrees. It shot through tho cirro-stratus 
clouds, which consisted of small snow- 
flak At 5 o'clock my barometer 
registered millimetres; that is, it 


showed that I was at an altitude of 5.6 
miles. The quicksilver in the barometer 
was 20 degrees. Tho insolation thermo- 
meter registered (in the full glare of the 
sun) 23.8 degrees. Temperature, 47.9 
degrees. 

“The cold heavens, above me then bore 
a pale blue aspect, and at this height I 
felt better than I had been feeling during 
the last hour and a half. I suppose I 
could have gone higher, but dosisted, fear- 
ing to jeopardize the chances of the ex- 
pedition. When the Phoenix had descend- 
ed to five milos and a half, it suddenly 
shot upward, but I managed to regain 
control of it quickly. 

“Half an hour after reaching the high- 
est point I was still at an altitude of three 
and a quarter miles; the cold was terrible, 
and IT had hard work keeping my fingers 


from freezing. Even the barograph, 
which records the variations in atmos- 
pheric pressure, was stopped by the cold." 

The Phoenix consumed two hours and 
twonty minutes in reaching its highest 
altitude. It occupied almost exactly 


three hours in coming down 

Glaisher reached the highest altitude 
ever achieved by man in his balloon in 
the year 1862 when he rose 11,270 metres, 
or aver seyen miles. His baromter regis- 
tered 175 millimetres, his thermometer 
24.5 degrees

farmor, the species of sen bird known as 
the great nuk is not extinct. He declares 
that two birds of this family, presumably 
4 malo and a fomale, have been roosting 


in 4 very largo spruco tree near his plact 
for several months. By the ald of a field 
Glass the settler, who is a naturalist of 
local renown, has, ho claims, identified 
them beyond doubt as fine specimens of 
the great auk family 

From thoir actions the settler believes 
they will remain in his neighborhood and 
possibly raise a brood of in 
the spring. He ia encouraging them te 
stay, by giving them accoss to his wheat 
field, where they feed overy day after the 
manner of geese, 

It is highly improbable that the birds 
visiting the Tillamook farmer are great 
auks. The nous bird, before its gener- 
ally crodited extinction, was found only 
in the northeastern part of this contin- 
ent and in Northern Europe. The fact 
that they have built their nests in a spruce 
tree is also against the farmer's theory. 
The great auk’s wings were so small as to 
be totally useless for flying, serving, how- 
over, os powerful swimming organs. It 
Was becauso of the bird’s inability to rise 
on wing to the highor cliffs that it laid

its egg—for it laid but one at a time—on 
tho bare rock close to the water's edge. 

The auk’s swimming powers were so 
great that very few indeed have ever been 
captured alive. 

In the autumn of 1821 Dr. Fleming, 
while on a cruise through the Hebrides, 
observed and described one which had 
been taken allye in the sea off St. Kilda 
and put on board the yacht. With a rope 
attached to one of its legs this specimen 
was occasionally allowed to disport itself 
in its native clement, where it astonished 
every one by the rapidity with which it 
Swam under water. On one of these oc- 
casions it broke loose and was soon beyond 
the reach of dispute. Another specimen 
had been observed a few years before off 
Papa Westra; ono of the Orkney Islands, 
but in spite of the exertions of the crew 
ofa six-oared boat, continued for several 
hours, the auk could not be overtaken. 
This specimen, however, was afterwards 
secured, and is now in the British 
Museum, 

The great ank measured about three feet 
in length, had a large bill and, as stated, 
very small wings. The fact that the 
species is supposed to be now extinct 
gives great value to the remains now ex- 
isting. According to Prof. Newton, there 
are seventy-one or seventy-two skins, nine 
skeletons, thirty-eight or forty-one de- 
tached bones of different birds and sixty- 
five eggs. 

Should the Tillamook farmer's birds 
prove to be great auks he will be well re- 
paid for any trouble or expense in the 
way of the destruction of his wheat field. 
One of the sixty-flve eggs now known to 
be in existence was sold recently in Eng- 
land for $1,500 in gold. At this rate one 
of the great auk family would be even 
more valuable than the goose which laid 
the golden egg. 


MRS. STOWE’S GREAT WORK. 


Though Her Last Days Are Dark, She 
Has Achieved Much. 


It may be that Mrs. Harriet Beecher 
Stowe will live forsome time, though she 
is approaching her cighty-second birth- 
day, but her mind is irretrievably gone. 
Mrs. Stowe’s life has been most eventful, 
and seems to have partaken at once of the 
gloom and grandeur of the epoch in which 
the best of her work was done, the period 
immediately preceeding the clyil war. 
She has shown since her earliest child- 
hood ‘‘the genius of goodness,’’ as George 
Sand has said of her, ‘‘not that of the 
man of letters, but of the saint, pure, 
penetrating and profound, the spirit that 
fathoms the recesses of the human soul.’’ 

When she was but a child of twelve sha 
chose for a school composition this pro- 
found theme; ‘‘Can the Immortality of 
the Soul Be Proved From the Light of 
Nature?’ and her father, Dr. Lyman 
Beecher, was astonished at the strength 
and wisdom of her argumonts in the 
negative. Perhaps her great brain is 
paying the penalty of these juvenile tours 
de force now. It was the influence of her 
father, who was a great abolitionist, 
which turned even her childish thoughts 
toward the iniquities of slavery. Her pro- 
gress at school was astonishingly rapid. 
At fourteen she was teaching a class in 
**Butler’s Analogy’’ and could read 
Latin, Greek, French and Italian with 
ease, Her practical acquaintance with 
southern life began after she had married 
Professor Stowe, and she then made a 
most careful study of slavery, while liy- 
ing with him in Cincinnati. When she 
returned to New England a few years 
later she found that many good people 
were not in favor of abolition because they 
did not know what slavery really meant. 
So sho resolved to tea them, and wrote 
“Uncle Tom’s Cabin. It did not make 
much stir when it was first published in 
@ newspaper in 1851, but soon its fame 

egan to spread. In book form it made a 
still greater sensation.” Half a million 
coples were sold of it in flye years from its 
writing in America alone, Millions of 
copies have been sold since, and it has 
been translated into nearly every known 
language. She has written a score of 
other important books, but none has ap- 
proached ‘*Uncle Tom’s Cabin"’ in popu- 
larity, although such a competent critic 
as James Russell Lowell thought her fame 
would rest eventually upon ‘The Min- 
ister’s Wooing.'’ She has written but lit- 
tle since 1869, when she published tho 
defense of Lady Byron, which at that 
time created such a sensation, Her health 
bas been failing since 1888, and her mind 
has deterlorated faster than her body. 

QUEER COLOR-BLINDNESS. 
A Boy Living in Norwich Sees Green for 
Red, While Blue Looks Yellow 

A pecullar case of color-blindness exists 
in Norwich. Dr. Homor E. Smith reports 
that one of his pationts, a small boy, has 
the faculty of transposing colors. ‘To 
him red appears to be green and green 
appears red, Blue looks like yellow and 
yellow like blue. White is brown to him 
and brown is white 

This youngster has the further accom- 
plishment of being able to sign his name 
as Well with eyes shut aa when thoy are 
open. Ho also suffers from micropsia, 
whereby everything appears to him smal- 
ler than it really is. Exports say this 
perversion of the color sense comes from 
optic neuritis, a brain disease which some- 
times plays havoc with its yiotim’s ideas 
of the external world. Colors appear all 
jumbled up, as it were, though sometimes 
it does not allow the sufferer the right of 
beholding even a mixture of colors, but 
tones everything down to one color.

GREAT FIRE AT TAMWORTH, 

The village of Tamworth was visited by a 
disastrous fre last Friday night, About 
twelve o'clock the fire started having been 
caused by a defective flue in Murphy’s hotel. 
It spread very rapidly to. the adjoining, 
buildings of Jamea .Aylsworth on the wert 
and Henry Douglas on the east, The night 
wascalm but the jire had started in a 
cluster of frame buildings and in two hours 
and ahalf all the buildings on the atrest 
leading from Main atreet tothe bridge over 
the Salmon River on the Enterprise road 
were reduced to ashes, The Salmon river 
checked the progress of the fire southward 
and saved the Presbyterian church and 
other dwellings in that direction, The 
sheet iron building occupied by J. Floyd, 
jeweler, checked the progress of the fire 
northward, In one instance a new piano 
was carried from the Douglas hotel, but as 
goon as the men reached the door with their 
burden the heat from without was so in- 
tense that it had to be abandoned and it 
was burned in the atreet. Theentire lose to 
the villege is estimated at over $40,000, 
upon which there is about $13,000 {nuvrance, 
‘The small amount of insurance is due to the 
fact that there was no fire apparatus und 
rates were very high.

siderable to foar ; now, unless for murder 
they have only confinement in prison starin 
them in the face, Really until compara 
tively modern times the punishment con 
sisted of branding, mutilation, dismember 
ment, whipping and 
exposure, 

Branding was often carried 
circumstances of atrocious  barbarity. 
Vagabonds were marked with the letter V, 
idlers and masterless men with the letter S, 
betokening a condemnation to slavery; any 
church brawler lost his ears, for a second 
offence might be branded with the letter F, 
oso fraymaker and fighter. Sometimes 
the penalty was to bore a hole of the 
compass ofan inch through the gristle o 
the right ear, 

THE PILLORY OR STRETOH-NEOK, 

The pilloy or stretch-neck was firat applied 
to fraudulent traders, otc., afterwards to 
rash writers who dared to express an opin- 
fon, such as Prynne, Leighton, Barton, 
Warton, Bostwick, Jobn Lilburne and 
Daniel Defoe. 

In 1705 Mary Coole, who had been con- 
vioted of parricide in York was deprived of 
her tongue and hands and condemned to 
the stake. 

The last stocks in London were those of 
St, Clement’s Danes in Portugal street, 
which were removed in 1826 to make way 
for local improvements, 

The ducking or cucking stool, ‘‘a scourgt 
for scolds,” was once as common in every 
English parish as the church, It was also 
known under the name of tumbrall, tho 
gumatole, the triback, the trebucket and 
the reive, This instrument was used by 
the Saxons, by whom it was called ‘* cathe- 
drain qua rixosw mulieres, sedentes aque 
demergebantar,” 

It was not until 1817 that the whipping 
of females was abolished. 

Until the thirtieth year of George III. 
the burning of women for petit treason was 
inflicted upon women convioted-of murder- 
ing their husbands, In the reign of Mary 
this death was commonly practised upon 
Bishops and others who had religious 

“opinions contrary to law. 

History has it that on June 16, 1600, 
Robert Weir was broken on a cartwheel 
with the coulter of a plow in the hand of a 
hangman, for murdering the *‘ Guid man 
of Warriston.”’

proper adjustment of pedal and saddle in 
the cane of the bicycle is equally impor- 
| tant. Bicyoles are made in dinerent heights 
from the saddle to the pedal, namely, 21, 
23, 25 and 29 inches, If a woman with long 
legs has one of the low machines, it will be 
almost impossible for her to ride with 
grace. In choosing a bicycle a woman 
should test it by sitting on it while it ia} 
‘stationary and moving the pedal round 
with her foot. In this way she can ascer- 
tain if the seat is too high or too low for 
her. 

When the pedal is at the lowest point 
the foot should reach it comfortably, not 
so as to exert full toot pressure, but with 
about the same pressure as the toe gives the 
stirrup when sitting at ease in the saddle 


It is not safe to have 
a pedal that the foot cannot control all the 
way round; while it the pedal does not 
give the leg a full stretch the result will 
be an ungainly jerking up of the skirts. 

The length of the crank of the pedal is 
even more important, In leugth the crank 
varies from 7 to 54 inches, making a differ- 
ence of 3 inches in the rise und fall. As 
the pedsl revolves it raises the foot 
and knée justso much at cach revolution, 
and if the elevation is too great an appear- 
ance of awkwardness is produced. Apart 
from producing awkwardness, the long 
crank has other serious drawbacks, 

If a woman gets a bicycle with the 
proper height of saddle and a moderately 
short crank, she may be a graceful rider 
if she will observe one rule—not to turn 
the knee outward, but inward, in pressing 
the foot down, That itis ndtural to turn 
the knee out is demonstrated by the small 
boy, whose knees waggle from side to side 
like governors on an engine, a8 he rides his 
bicycle, With a woman this action 
stretches the akirts to their utmost width, 
and causes a very bad showing from be- 
hind, and from the front. It will also be 
found that there is much less fatigue from 
the inward stroke than from the outward, 
as the pressure is more direct and with less 
friction. 

‘There is a0 royal road learning to ride the 
modern safety. It is largely a matter of 
confidence, Some women will learn in an 
hour and others in a week. Where it is 
practicable, it is best to go to one of the 
schools and take a lesson or two from a 
competent instructor, If this cannot be 
done, the next best plan is to mount the 
machine near a wall or board fence, where 
there is a slight incline, and holding the 
handle with oné hand and fending along 
the wall with ths other, move along until 
confidence is attained. The reason why 
the wall is advocated rather than a friend 
with a strong arm is thatif the friend is a 
male-ho will insist on being at the side of 
ths learner, so as to he ready to receive her 
in his arms when she is about to fall, The 
prettier the girl is the more he will adhere 
to this line of conduct, So long as the 
support ie in rull view the rider can, see 
What assistance is. given, and she gets 
rattled the moment she sees it withdrawn.

FROM DEAD EXPOSURE, 

Misa Lillian Stephenson, aged eighteen,

IMPROVEMENT. 


EXISTING GRAVEL ROADS, 


Practieal Hints by Which They May be 
Very Much Improved, 


On a number of roads throughout the 
country, municipal councils have expend- 
ed considerable money in reducing grades 
and putting on gravel, but in the major- 
ity of these cases gravel has been put on 
without any attention being paid to the 
reduction of grades or the proper forma- 
tion of the road-bed. It has been found 
that these roads rut deeply in ‘the wet 
Season and consequently are rough and 
unpleasant to drive on during the remain- 
der of the year, 

A remedy for such roa@s is: 

Ist. Haye the road properly drained, 
according to the specifications herein 
given for the construction,of new roads. 

2nd. By the use of a road machine and 
a gang of men, commence at the edge of 
the gravel and work to the gutters as 
hereinbefore described, leaying the road 
crown as if building anew one. See that 
the gutters have proper and uniform fall 
for the surface water, and that the 
trenches ure made leading to the ‘side 
ditches. 

$rd. Put on a sufficient quantity of the 
best gravel obtainable to complete the 
crown of the road, and carefully watch it 
with a rake until it has become perfectly 
consolidated by the travel. 

4th. Never neglect to sce that the rake 
is sufficiontly used to preyent the forma- 
tion of ruts and maintain a proper crown 
to the road so as to secure tho shedding of 
the water. 

Sth. Whore grades are steep and irregu- 
lar and can be reduced at reasonablo cost, 
it is advisable to make such reductions 
before expending any furthor money in 
material or grading, in which case the 
present gravel should be taken up and laid 
to one side, so that it may bo relaid, but 
generally where thero are slight changes 
to break up the old toundation in order 
to secure perfect uniformity in grade. 

There are two kinds of grayel—one that 
will pack under trayel, and clean, round- 
ed gravel which will not. This is duc to 
@ small proportion of clayey or carthy 
matter contained in tho former which 
unites and combines the material together. 
Seaside and riyerside gravel consisting 
almost entirely of water-worn and round- 
ed pebbles of all sizes, which easily moye 
and slide upon each other, is unsuitable 
for road covering unless other materials 
be mixed with it, while pit gravel usually 
contains too much earthy matter, Tho 
gravel for the top layer at least must 
bo hard and tough so that the wear will 
not pulverize it and conyert it into dust 
and mud. It should be coarse, varying 
in size from 14 to 144 inches in diameter; 
it should not be water-worn and should 
contain cnough sandy or clayey loam to 
bind it together firmly, Pit gravel usual- 
ly contains so much earthy material that 
it should be screened to render it ontirely 
suitablo for tho surface layer. For this 


1 nov sultapie ror the road surface, wii 
answer fora bed for the road material 
to rest on. If the bed of the road is rock, 
a layer of earth should be interpersed to 
prevent the too rapid wear of the latter. 
In ordinary soils an excayation to the 
depth of six or cight inches, and of the 
required width, is made for the reception 
of the grayel. The surface of this excaya- 
tion, called the subgrade, may be made 
level, or preferably it may be arranged 
parallel to the finished road surface by 
sloping it from the centre to the sides. 
A layer four inchos thick of good un- 
screened gravel in its natural state should 
be first spread upon the roadbed which is 
then thrown open to. trayel until it be- 
comes tolorably well consolidated, 

The remainder of the material should 
then be put on and kept properly in shape 
with a rake until thoroughly compacted, 
which can be hastened by the uso of 
a five ton roller, On. ordinary country 
roads grayel cight feet wide and nine 
inches deep issuflicient. =A. W. Campbell, 
C.E., ‘in Muicipal World.

A woman may possess wealth untold,

HANDY SEWING BASKET. 


Easily and Quickly Made at Home at 
Small Expense, 


In the bottom of a Nght, round willow 
basket thirteen inches in diameter by 
three inches deep, is fitted a circle of 
pasteboard smoothly covered with lining 
silk oyera thin layer of wadding. This 
is all the lining required. Around the 
upper part of the basket inside, nine 
spools, a pincushion and a shirred pocket 
for thimbles are fastened all in a row. 
The nine spools (No. 20, 36, 50. B sewing 
silk and shoe thread, black; No. 20, 40, 60 
and basting cotton, white) and each 
strung on a piece of ribbon half an inch 
wide by at least fourteen inches long. 
Each ribbon end is brought through to 
the outside of the basket just below tho 
brim. The dainty pincushion, two inches 
square, and the thimble pocket of the 
same material, haye ribbon ties tacked 
with tiny bows to their upper corners. 
These are also passed through to the out- 
side where by tying the eleven pairs of 
ribbon ends into neat bows the trimming 
of the basket is completed.

Worth’s calling was not a very exalted 
one, for a man, but measured by tho 
standards of success he reached a high 
place. He was easily at the top of his 
profession, and, as the practice of his pro- 
fession did call for some artistic know- 
ledge and some senso of the beautiful, his 
rise and his pinnacle where he sat lonely 
are not to be lightly regarded or to be de- 
preciated. While it is somewhat of calam- 
ity to lose a man ike Worth, who had 
done no small work in helping to beautify 
women, still there is no question his place 
will be filled, as among his lieutenants 
there are those who by long experience are 
fitted to fill it. It is one of the compen- 
sations of nature that no man is indispen- 
sable... Other -geniuses-will-appear in-the 
world of fashion, and some one ere long 
will dominate it as supremely as did 
Worth. Meanwhile it Will be, in one 
sense at least, a relief that stage perform- 
ers of the female sex can no longer assert 
thelr artistic excellénce because their 
gowns were mage by Worth, 

Worth Was’ always looked upon as a 
Frenchman, but in reality he was an 
Englishman, born in Lincolnshire, and 
his full name—which one never heard— 
was Charles Frederick Worth, In 1840, 
when he was fifteen years old, he went to 
work ina London dry-goods Store, and 
five or six years later entered tho service 
of o Paris silk-house. Here he began 
modeling cloaks. In 1858 he set up, ina 
small way, his famous establishment on 
the Rue de la Paix, and remained there 
until he died. 

When he began he employed fifty hands; 
when he died 1,200 hands were at work in 
the establishment, ond during each year 
from 6,000 to 7,000 Owns were made, 
and from $8,000 to 4,000 cloaks, Every 
reigning queen except Victoria in the 
clyilized world bought his ‘‘creations'! at 
one time or another, it is said. The Em- 
press Kugenle was probably his best cus- 
tomer among royalty, and Aimericang paid 
him the most money.
